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ACT OF IKCORPORATION. 



Be itaMeUdb]fthe8m(aeandBouteofBmre$entative$(iftke 
United Statu of Atiurica in Congresi assemblei^ That Andrew 
D. White, of itbaoa, io the State of New Tork; Gei»fe Ban- 
CTOft, of Wasbin^n, in the District of Oolombia; Jiutm Wid- 
sor, of Cambridge, in the State of Af aasaohoaetta ; William F. 
Poole, of Ohicago, in the State of Illiaoia; Herbert B. Adams, 
of Baltimore, in the State of Maiyland ; Olarenoe W. Bowen, 
of Brooklyn, in the State of Kev York; tbeir aBsociateB ana 
SDCcessore, are hereby created in the District of Oolombia a 
body corporate and politic, by the name of the American His- 
torical AasociatioD, for the promotioo of historical stadies, the 
collection and preservation of historical manoscripta, and fyee 
kindred parposes in the interest of American histoi? and of 
history in America. Said association is anthorized to hold real 
and personal estate in the District of Colombia so &r on^ as 
may be neoeasary to its lawful ends to an amount not ezoeedlDg 
five handrod thousand dollars, to adopt a constitatlon, and to 
make l^-lawe not inconsistent with law. Said association shall 
have its principal offloeat Washington, in the District of Colam- 
bia, and may hold its annnal meetings in snob places as the 
said inoorp<ffators shall determine. Said association shall re- 
port annoally to the secretary of the Smithsonian Institution 
ooncemlDg ite proceedings and the condition of historical stady 
in America. Said seoretary shall oommanicate to Congress the 
whole of snob reports, or snch portions thraeof as he shall see 
fit The regents of the Smithsonian Instltntion are aothorized 
to permit said association to deposit its collections, manasai|ttB, 
books, pamphlets, and other material fbr history in the Smith- 
sonian Institntion or in the National Hnseom at th^ disa«- 
tion, aiKm snch conditions and ander snch roles as they shaU 
prescribe.

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AEPORT OF PROCEEDINGS AT SEVENTH ANNUAL MEETING OF 
THE AMERICAN HISTORICAL ASSOCIATION.

The attendADce upon the Beventh annnal meetintr of the 
Atnenoan Historical A88o<MatioD was the largest yet recorded. 
One haodred and eight meubera werepreaent; last year there 
were eight-eevea. There was a large and sympathetio Wash- 
ington andienoe at each of the six seasions of the Associatioa. 
An afternoon reoeption was giren to members and the ladies 
acoompanyiag them by Mr. and Mrs. William D. GabeU. 

Daring the last days of the old year there were five scientific 
conventions in the Federal city, four of them upon the same 
premises, at the Golambian TJuiversity or in the National 
Masenm, These five oonTentions were : (1) the American His- 
torical Association, (2) the American Society of Uharch His- 
tory; (3] theAmerioan Economic Association; (4) the American 
Forestry Association, and (6) the Geological Society of America. 
All of these varioiis societies were in session npon the same 
days, and yet there was no conflict of interest. Each society- 
had its own constitaency, and each its own pecaliar attractions. 
There was a certain comi^ of arrangements as regards time 
and place, so that it was quite possible for members of the 
Society of Ghoroh History or of the Economic Association to 
attend some of the meetings of the Historical Association. By 
BpetMal invitation fh>m the Washington Society for the Exten- 
sion of University Teaching members of varioas associations 
met together to listen to a remarkable lectare npon " University 
Extension " by Mr. Bichard 6. Moalton, of Cambridge, England. 
One evening, when American historians and politicians were 
discossing t^e snbject of cabinet government just over their 
heads in another lecture hall of the Columbian University, the 
American geologists were discossing the antiqaity of man.

After every eveDinfir aeBSioo geDttemen memberB of all five 
associatiODs met sooially in the pleaaaDt roomB of the Cosmos 
Club, comer of H street and Madison Plaoe. These frieudly 
reuDioDS at the Oosmoa are tlie most attractive features of 
scientific meetings in Washington. It is donbtfal whether any 
other city in the United States ooold (if it voald) fdmisb quite 
so agreeable opportnuities for the social saooess of a scientiflo 
convention, Washington is rapidly becoming a scientific as 
well as a social and political center. The fact of five distinct 
societies meeting there in one week shows that the nation's 
capital is already recognized as a proper and convenient rally- 
ing point for national associations of science. 

The American Historical Association has met in Washington 
for now three years in snccession, and each year with an increas- 
ing attendance. The advantages of this place of meeting, as 
compared with any other great city or with a summer resort 
like Saratoga, become each year more apparent University 
men fix>m the old Northwest and from tar-away Nebraska pro- 
nonnce in fovor of Washington, even against Chicago, the pros- 
pective center of the Western world. Members of the Ajner- 
lean Historical Association once thought it advisable to pursue 
an itinerant or missionary policy westward and sonthward; to 
swing aroitnd academic circles ; to indnlge in pleasant picnics 
like those which are now so popular with American "ednoa- 
tors " and with the American Association for the Advancement 
of Science. But other and larger ideas of public asefolnesa 
began to dawn upon "the common senoe of most" when the 
Historical Association was chartered by Congress in 1888. 
The society then became "a body corporate and politic" in the 
District of Columbia, with its principal office in Washington. 
The society now enjoys organic relatious with the Smithsonian 
lostitation and, throngfa the same, reports its proceedings and 
progress annually to Congress. Manifestly the American His- 
torical Association can accomplish more through Its present 
conuections with Washington and with the TTuited States Gk>v- 
emment than through any local patronage or any return to 
tlie waters of Saratoga. 

Among the first fhiita of this larger and more national policy 
is the "Annual Beport of the American Historical Associa- 
tion for the year 1889," issned from the Oovemment Printing 
Office at Washington just before the seventh annual meeting. 
This report contains the act of incorporation, a summary of

the proceediDgs of the sixth aDDsal meetiDg, certain selections 
of pablic Interest from those proceedings, and a partial bibli- 
ography of the pabtished writings of members of the aBsoctation, 
prepared by Mr. Pan! Leicester Foid, the accomplished bibliog- 
rapher, of Brooklyn, Kew York, printed and indexed nnder the 
careful sapervision of Mr. A. Howard Clark, cnratoi of the his- 
torical collections of the National Mosenm and assistant secre- 
tary and onrator of the association, who is now in charge of its 
Washington office, established on the gronnd floor of the Ma- 
senm itself. Under Mr. Glark's efficient direction will soon be 
institated a system of national and international exchange on 
behalfoftheAmerican Historical Association. Itsflrstreport 
to Congress will be mailed, under the Smithsonian frank, to 
all members, and to all State and local historical societies that 
now send their publications either to the assistant secretary of 
the association or to the Smithsonian Institntion. 

A bibliography of the publications of all the prominent his- 
torical 80<ueties In this country has long been in preparation^ 
and will soon be pablished. Bach a docnment woald be of 
great service not only to State and local historical societies, but 
to all stndents and teachers of American history. By institut- 
ing through the Smithsonian a system of domestic and foreign 
exchange, the aetsociation can rapidly build up a good bistort 
leal library in Washington. Indeed, saoh a library already 
exists in the accumnlated books and documents now stored 
in the Congreasioual Library and subject to recall by the Smith- 
sonian Institntion. By collecting or depositing rare books, 
historical manuscripts, portraits, etc, in the National Museum 
tiie association can soon have a permanent national exhibition 
that will strongly appeal to American patriotism and pnblio 
interest and promote historical studies. Indeed, snch an exhi- 
bition has already begun. In the alcoves of the large hall in 
which the association met at the National Museum there were 
showcases full of interesting old books and manuscripts that 
once belonged to the Washington family in Virginia, Many 
of them were but recently discovered by Mr, A. Howard Clark, 
and throngh him obtained on deposit for the historical section 
of the Mnsenm. The association held its morning sessions in 
a most attractive environment, illustrating the development of 
human inventions and the evolntion of man from savagery to 
eivillzatioD.

Of the reading and diseaHSion of papers there seemed to be 
QO limit at one of the momiDg BessiODS of the association. Per. 
haps some attendants apOD this oonventaoii had resigned them* 
selves to that state 



Bat others differed from this melancholy view and fonnd 
agreeable rariatiotts to the monotony of regular proceediags 
by strolling aboat the moseam and talking with old Mends, 
visiting the Library of Congress or the State Department, 
looking at historical collections and mannseripts, listening to 
the debates of Congress or inspecting the Corcoran Art Gal- 
lery. Historical conventions in Washington serve many prof- 
itable purposes, social, edacational, and scientific. It is per- 
haps safe to say that some good and nsefnl work was done at 
lancheoDS and dinner parties and at the Cosmos Clab. 

In this connection it is possible to give only a brief review of 
the more noteworthy literary features of the convention. First 
came the Hon. John Jay's inangnral address, read by the Hon. 
William Wirt Henry, first vice president of the assooiatioQ. Mr. 
Jay emphasized the importance of historical stndies for the devel- 
opment of the national spirit and the proper education of the 
youth of this Bepublic. Then followed a groap of papers rep- 
resenting Canadian history. Dr. Band, of Cambridge, gave an 
original and scholarly aoconnt of the lifew England settlements 
in Acadia. Mr. William Houston, legislative librarian at 
Toronto, entered by title and abstract a sketch of the work of 
the first parliament of Upper Canada, 1792 to 179fl, which ex- 
empted British royalists ftom French law and forbade the ex- 
tension of slavery. The most striking feature of the first ses- 
sion was Dr. Bourinot's abstract of an historical paper entitled 
*< Canada and the United States." The time-limit of 20 
minutes inspired the author to a spirited rtenm4 of his elabo- 
rate and comprehensive work, which covered the relations of 
Canada and the United States down to the present time. Dr. 
Bonrinot vindicated the right of Canada to an independent 
national development and emphatically protested against any 
idea of annexation by the United States. An interesting dis- 
cnssioQ ensued, in which Senator Hoar paid a generous and 
eloquent tribute to the people of Canada, and in a quiet but 
impressive manner stated his American conviction that Oan-

ada would come, not b; constraint, bnt b; her ovn fiee will, 
into the Amflrican Dnion, if she shoald ever come at alL 

In a later sessioa Dr. Boarioot compared the methods of cabi- 
net government in Canada with the ayetem in practice in the 
United States. The &ct that the best features of British polit- 
ical development are incorporated with the institntional life of 
Canada, Mr. Boorinot said, was proof of the flexibility of the 
constitution of the Dominion. He maintained that where the 
American system is strong it followed English lines ; where it 
is weak, it is becaase of its inherent rigidity. In opposition to 
the view of Dr. Freeman Snow, Mr. Boorinot urged that re> 
sponsible government was compatible with a federal system 
and a written conatitntiou. Senator Hoar rose to the defense 
of the American Constitntlon, which he said was designed in 
part to protect the people against itself. Oars is a tmly popu- 
lar government. The Canadian system with its threefold veto 
and its appointedand limited senate holding for life can hardly 
be called popular. Professor Cohn, of Harvard, who at one 
session presented a rapid and brilliant sketch of the formation 
of the French constitution, also exchanged historical and polit- 
ioat compliments with the gentlemen &om Canada. Edward 
EgglestoD, the historian of American colonial life, participated 
in the debate and said that American institntiong of govern- 
ment were all historical developments from colonial genns. 

Up. EgglestoD's remarks apon varioaa papers read in the 
convention were, by general consent, one of the most interest- 
ing and valnable featnres of the entire meeting. He discussed, 
in a highly suggestive manner. Dr. Andrews's able oontriba- 
tioD to the theory of the village commnnity ; also Mr, Morgan's 
original paper on slavery in Sew York, and Dr. Weeks's pic- 
toresQue but donbtfiil theory of the survival among the Groa- 
tan Indians of Baleigh's colonists from Boanoke Island. In- 
deed this year there was more discassion than nsoal. Douglaa 
Campbell's theory of the Dutch origin of the written ballot 
called ont historic objections from Frofis. Williston Walker, 
Jameson, and Howard. Mr. Weeden, author of the Economic 
and Social History of Xew England, took part with Mr. Eggle- 
ston in the discassion of iNoTthem towns and Southern planta- 
tions. Dr. William A. Donning, of Colombia College, tried 
the Socratic method upon his Virginia friend. Professor Dab- 
ney, who maintained that history is ascienoe. It may be here 
saggested that history is the science of man's progress in soci-

ety, politioa, and ctTilization. Thonght and aotioD miist be or- 
ganic to be historic 

The most important and most aoieotiflo feature of the pro- 
gramme vaBitsclassiflcation or grooping of Babjeots. Oneeren- 
Ing, as we have said, was chiefly devoted to Canadian history. 
The next morning session was given np entirely to European 
history. In this field, besides those papers already mentioned, 
there were Professor Bnrr's graphic sketch of the fote of Die- 
trich Flade, one of Mr. Bnrr's valnable studies in the history 
of witchcraft; Dr. Gross's strong plea for reform in the stndy of 
English municipal history; Dr. Fling's historic aooonut of 
Mirabeaa's speech of Uay 20, 1790; Professor Francke's new 
ooutribution to the bistory of the liberal stndent movemeot 
from 1815 to 1819, with special reference to Karl FoUen, who 
became an American citizen and an educator of American 
youth; and Mr. William O, Taylor's interesting review of Bis- 
marck's career. 

A second evening session was devoted to American consti- 
tutional history. Professor Trent's stndy of the Phillips case, 
a Virginia bill of attainder, called forth critical comments from 
Senator Hoar and the presiding officer, Hon. William Wirt 
Henry. Mr. Ames's historical survey of the many proposed 
amendments to the Constitution of the United Stated was fav- 
orably received, and so was Mr. E. C. Mason's justification of 
the Executive in refusing Congressional demands for informa- 
tion, under certain cironmstances. General Mnssey outiined 
hie proposed stndy of bills of rights in State constitutions. 

The last morning session was oceupied with papers on Amer- 
ican economic history. Dr. E. D. Adams, a brother of Dr. 
Henry Garter Adams, both of whom are now connected with 
the Interstate Commerce Oommission, treated historically the 
development of the budget in the United States. Dr. Charles 
H. Haskins presented an original paper of the Tazoo Land 
Companies, for a study of which the Hon. William Wirt Henry 
had lent Mr. Haskins mauascript materials. W. F. Willongh- 
by, of the United States Department of Labor, gave a striking 
scconntof the rapid increase of governmental activities in this 
country. The subject of slavery in the District of Golnmbia 
could hardly be presented in 20 minntes, but Professor Howard 
read eoongh to show the scientific character of his pupil's work. 
General Bimey, of Washington, presented some written remarks 
npon Miss Tremain's elaborate monograph. At the close of

tbe morning Besaion President Oilman, of the Johns Hopkins 
TTniTersity, exhibited a large and beautiful map showing the 
orographioal featares of the historic conntries about the Medi- 
terranean and made s plea for better repreBentations of pbjsi- 
oal geography as a basis for historical stndj. 

There was bnt one afternoon session and that was devoted to 
American history and historical science. Besides Dr. Weeks's 
paper and Dr. Dabney'a already noted, there was an apprecia- 
tive review of tbe poUtioal ideas of the Pnritans in a literary 
oatdine at once sharp and clear, by Dr. Herbert L. Osgood, of 
Colnmbia College. Oeneral Darling reviewed the historical 
work of some of the State societies, and Professor Mace pre- 
sented valuable saggestions regarding tbe organization and 
gronping of materials for American history. 

At the closing session Dr. William T, Harris, tbe Commis- 
sioner of Education, described some of the philosophical as- 
pects of history. He reviewed the characteristic ideas of 
historic peoples and reminded his andience that the great con- 
tribntions of Borne and the Oermanic race are ideas of unity 
and self-government. Perhaps the greatest literary success in 
the entire programme was Mx, James Schooler's dramatic de- 
scription of Webster's Seventh of March speech. A pleasing 
snrvey of the border-land between the aichieologist and the 
historian was presented by Prof. Otis T. Mason, of tiie Kadonal 
Mnsenm. 

The last and most practical paper of all was that of Pro£ J. 
F. Jameson, of Brown University, on the expenditure of for^ 
eign governments on behalf of history. The speaker urged 
that European conntries having had a longer history and 
having carried the development of historical science farther 
than the United States, we may well learn from them as to 
governmental policy respecting history, if, as is to be hoped, 
onr Oovemment is to do more for lb hereafler. The speaker's 
inquiries had been directed to the expenditures of European 
governments for the printing and publication of historical ma- 
terials, for payments to editors and other workers, in support 
of archives, and in subventions for historical purposes to 
learned bodies. The answers were obtained largely from of- 
ficial sources. The speaker described in detail the expendi- 
tures of England and other nations, and the mode of adminis- 
tration through which these expenditures are carried on. The 
speaker then suggested criticisms of the historical expenditures

of the GoTernmeDt of the United States, denved from a con- 
sideratioD of European practices. Since 1889 it has po longer 
been true that oar Oovernment spends, in proportion, less for 
bistory tbao almoBt any other civilized government. But the 
distribntion to different objects gives mnch canse for criticiBm. 
We spend this year $268,000 for the OfBoial Becords of the 
War, abont (7,000 for the .historical activities of the archives 
office of the Department of State, and virtaally nothing else. 
We onght to spend mnch more money on oar archives. Even 
Bavaria, WUrtemberg, and Baden spend more for this than 
we. We onght, in the matter of pnblieatioas, to have some 
permanent institntion throagh which the opinion of experts 
can all the time be bronght to bear ; and its scope onght to ia- 
dade manoBcripta not only in the possession of the nation, bat 
in the posseasion of private persons. Sncb an historical com- 
mission conid easily be devised. In devising it the experience 
of Enropean govemmeats shoald afford vataable assistance. 

Professor Jameson made another valuable snggestion, which 
was approved by the executive conncil, that original mate- 
rials for American political history be presented, with a descrip- 
tive statement, at the annaal meetings of the American 
Historical Association, and that, if approved by the conncil 
and dnly edited by an appointed committee, saeb materials be 
incorporated in reports to Congress. 

The committee on time and place for the next meeting re- 
ported in favor of the holiday season and the city of Washing- 
ton. The Hon, William Wirt Henry was elected president. 
The old board of officers was retained, and Mr. Henry Adama, 
the historian, was chosen one of the vice-presidents. Felioitons 
speeches npon the progress of the Association were made in 
closing by President Welling, Dr. Harris, and Hr. Egglestoo.

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THE DEMAND FOR EDDCATION IN AMERICAN HISTORY. 



llie American Historloal Asaooiation enters npon its siztJi 
year ander new and fovorable anspinee, and the country may 
be congratulated npon the rise and progress of an association 
vith special claims not simply npon American scholars, bnt 
npon every thongbtfhl AmericaD who desires his children to 
ODderetaDd aright the history and prinoiples of their conntry. 
It seems to have sprung into eziatence under the guidance of 
onr accomplished experts to supply a great national want, and 
to perfect for the scholars and the people of America a branch 
of edacation which to America, of all the conntries in the 
world, is of sapieme Importance; for the defects in our methods 
of historic study hare been widely felt and frankly acknowl- 
edged, and this branch of onr education has kept pace neither 
with the progress nor with the dangers of the Bepnblio. 

These considerations give to the American Historical Asso- 
ciation a national and a practical importance which Congress 
has wisely recognized by the act of incorporation antborizing 
the association to share the advantages of the Smithsonian In- 
fltntion and the National Museum, and instructing the Secretary 
of the Smithsonian Institution to communicate to Congress re- 
ports of onr proceedings and of the condition of historical 
study in America. Our secretary reported in October the titles 
of some two hundred historical societies in the United States, 
including a number honorably distingnished during the past 
centory by scholarly management and excellent work. His 
report shows also the resolntions of the executive council and 
the circalar addressed by its Instruction to the State historical 
BoeietieB. The letter from the Secretary of the Smithsonian

Institation aDDODQcing the geDerons privileges accorded to 
tbis association in regard to its collectiogs, exchanges, and the 
printiDg and diatribation of ita reports is definite and encoar- 
sgJDg; aad the cordial receptioD of the associntion by the resi- 
dents of WashingtoD hoDorabl; represents the enlightened sen- 
timent of the Bepablic. 

The iDBtmctiTe papers of our association, especially those of 
Prol Herbert B. Adame, Dr. Andrev D. Whit«, and President 
Charles K. AdamB, have given as a fall acoonnt of the prog- 
ress of the new methods of historic study in Europe, wiUi in- 
teresting particnlars supplied by their own large experience. 
President Ada me, in his inangaral, told ns of the latest prog- 
ress in England at Oxford and Cambridge; of the moderate 
advance in Holland at tbe universities of Leyden, Oroniugen, 
and Utrecht, and in Belginm at Liege and Ghent, Brnssels, and 
Lonyain ; of the very remarkable progress in Italy, fhim the 
national onification, with its immense archives, notably at Flor^ 
ence and Borae, and with its eminent professors of Florenoe, 
Tarin, ^Naples, Venice, Palermo, Milan, Pavia, and Bologna. 
Then came a reference to the study of liistory in Germany, of 
which ex-President White had given so comprehensive and 
iostmctive a review, and to its remarkable progress in France 
at Parts and Bordeaux. As regards America, President Adams 
reminded as that the methods of work in oar institations of 
nuiversity grade were very different from those in vogue twenty- 
five years ago, and that several of tlie professors of history 
DOW employed have received their training in the best methods 
of the Old World. He advised as of the progress at Harvard, 
under Prof. Henry Adams and President Eliot; at Tale, under 
Professors Fisher, Wheeler, George B. Adams, and Samuer 
OB constitutional and financial law; at Golambia, under Pro£ 
John W. Bai^BS in the schocl of political science, and to which 
new life will doubtless be added under the vigorous and judi- 
cious influence of President Low; at the University of Michi- 
gan, where under Dr. Wbite the sdeuee of history was lifted 
to the very summit of promise and usefulness; at Cornell, 
where tbe admirable work of Dr. White is being carried on 
by President Adams himself; and lastly at Johns Hopkins 
University, whose historic volnmes tell their own story, and 
where so much work bas been so well done, and where forty 
graduate student in history are working with a view to tbe 
doctor's degree. 
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The harmony antl helpfulness of the students of the rarions 
nationalities of Euroi^e toward each other, and toward the 
scholars of oar land, in fartheriug the introduction of the new 
methodsof history in the collegeaand universities of the world, 
recall the words of Sir Henry Main : " The only community 
which, as far as I can see, is absolutely undivided by barriers 
of nationality, of prejudice, of birth, and of wealth, is the com- 
munity of men of letters." 

America, we are told, is still far behind Europe in the stady 
of history, and Professor Emerton of Harvard declares thtit 
^'histor; has been taught very badly in America, or rather, to 
be honest, it has hardly been taught at all;''* and we are told, 
too, that the time is passing, in certain lands at least, when 
historiaos, one after another, set themselves np to write the 
panegyric of their favorite period or party,and " each panegyric 
is an apology or a falsehood." Professor Emerton says — and 
this seems to he the general opinion of onr scholars — that the 
new principle " is no longer ou trial in America; It has come 
to stay," The importance of history as illustrating the con- 
tinning tie which at&id all the changes of time connects the 
present with the past is a constant idea with thoughtful 
Americans. "The foundations of our Ohristian cultare," says 
Dr. EUphalet Potter, the accomplished president of Hobart 
OoUege, "of onr boasted commerce and manufactures, of our 
science and onr government, are as old as history. • • • 
All the splendid snperstmctare of art and knowledge in the 
Dineteenth eentary is built upon enduring foundations, laid by 
other races as well as by our heathen ancestors and Christian 
forefathers. The saying of Christ is the motto of the ages : 
* Other men have labored and ye have entered into their 
labors,'"! What they did, and the reason and result of their 
action, make history philosophy teaching by example. 

The American student of history cannot forget the debt due 
by America to the world. W e may hesitate to join in the boast 
that we are the latest product of the ages, Time's last and 
noblest offspring, the Star of Empire on its western way ; but 
the fact that onr Bepuhlic occupies a position that commands

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a world-wide indueiice aiid imposes apon its citizeos propor- 
tionate respouaibilities, is one that the world recoguizes and 
wliicli we can not ignore. The historic contrast presented by 
tbt^ fact that while w© were celebrating the centennial of oar 
Constitution and rejoicing in Its strength, the French Exposi- 
tion was exhibiting fifteen national constitutions, of which 
fourteen had been adopted and rejected during the last cen- 
tury, was not without significance. Lafayette in his reply to 
Henry Clay's speech of welcome said that the United iStates 
reflected " on every part of the world the light of a far sa^wrior 
civilization;"* and Tickuor spoke for the more enlightened 
Americans when he felt, on crossing the Pyrenees, "as if be 
bad gone backward two ceutnries in time." That impartial and 
philosophic observer, l)r. Orestes A. Brownson, declared that 
" the American civilization is the highest civilization that the 
world has ever seen, and comes nearer to the realization of the 
catholic idea." Nor can we forget that an English representa- 
tive so eminent as Mr. Gladstone has said : f " I wish to recog- 
nize the prospecLive and approaching right of America to be 
the great organ of the powerful English tougne." 

Mr. Gladstone and the philosophic thinkers of Eurot»e doubt- 
less recognize the truth of a remark by William vou Humboldt, 
that " beyond the sum of creative forces directly presented by 
events there remains a powerfully active principle which, 
thongb not directly manifest, yet lends impulse and directioD 
to those forces and ideas which according to their nature lie 
beyond the finite, but still permeate and rule the world's his- 
tory in all its parts." This activeforoe, which history alone dis- 
closes and which can not be safely overlooked, Burke recognized 
when, as if inspired by the historic spirit and judging of the 
future by the past, in his speech on conciliation he descril>ed 
not simply the American colonists from England, but those 
from other lands, as marked by a spirit of resistance to the 
exercise of an authority which they denied. He said: 

■ * * The Teligioa mo«t prevalent in oat nortUeia coluoiea is a refine- 
ment of tlie principle of TMistance ; it is the disaideuce of diaseut, and the 
piotestontiBm of the Proteatant religion. • • • The coloaista left Eng- 
land n'hen this apirit was hif{h, and lu the emigrants vroa highest of oU; and

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even th»t ■tream of foreigDen which haa been eonatftntlf flowing into theae 
oolonies haa for the most part been compoeedofdigBentcTs from the eatablish- 
menta of their several oonntilee, and has brooKht nith them a temper and 
«hai&Bter far Aom alien to that of the people irith whom they mixed.* 

Burke seema to tinve had in his mind something of the idea 
expressed by Bayard Taylor in his centennial ode : " Id one 
strouf^ race all races here anite." Id 1G43 eighteen languages 
vere spoken in the Kev yetherlanda, and historic memories 
may have suggested to Burke that io the army of Washington 
vera represeotatives of races which had been the most distia- 
gnished in the battlefields of Europe — of Hollanders and 
Walloons who had in the Xetherlands resisted Alva and Philip; 
of FreDcbmen who had served nuder Coligni and Heniy of Na- 
varre, or who bad passed throngli the memorable siege of La 
Bochelle ; of Danes who had foaght for their country against 
Tilly and Walleustein; of the Englishmen who bad battled at 
UTaseby and brought the king to the block at Whitehall; of 
those wbo stood with William of Orange or with the partisans 
of James at the battle of the Boyne; of Swiss who liad de- 
fended the freedom of their cantons against the trained soldiers 
of Austria; of the burghers who had maintained against the 
Duke of Bargundy the liberties of Ghent and Liege; of men 
who QDder Sobieski saved Vienna from the Turks; of those 
who stood with the Dutch at La Ilagae, or with Charles xn of 
Sweden against his victorious rival, Peter the Great of Russia. 
Bat the advice of Burke and the warnings of Chatham were 
unheeded, although they were perhaps recalled, when the army 
of Lord Howe, pronounced by Lord Chatham " the best ap- 
pointed army that ever took the field," yielded to Washington's 
hasty levies; and Lord Chatham said to Parliament on the 
sarreoder of Burgoyiie : " Those men whom you called cowards, 
poltroons, raoaways, and knaves are become victorious over 
your veteran troops, and in the midst of victory and the flush 
of conquest have set ministers an example of moderation and 
magnanimity well worthy of imitation." 

The varied nationalities represented by the American colo- 
nies give an exceptional breadth to our national history, so 
closely do they connect as with the nations of Europe, even in 
the distant past. Freeman tells us that the records of Athenian

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archives and Boiuaa coDsula are eaaeatiany part of the same 
tale as the records of the Venetiap doges aud English kinga^ 
and that the tale of Greece and the tale of Italy brings as at 
almost every page acroBS the records of the Hebrews, the 
PboeniciaDB, and the Arabs. So the local histories of our early 
settlements carry as back to the shadowy past, connecting ns 
in other ages with the beginnings of national life, changing 
with time, but carrying onward something of their original 
power. Take, for instance, the recent interesting paper of Mr. 
Siting in the Johns Hopkins 8tndies on " Dutch Village Oom< i 
mnnities on the Hudson Kiver," which shows similar laws, cus- 
toms, aud form of government with the village commanities on ' 
the Rhine, some of which linger nntil to-day. These features, 
which thus far have been too little noticed even by the histo- 
rians, recall the institutional relationship of our early villages ' 
on the HadsoQ with those of the ancient Germanic tribtwi of 
the Bhine conntries, called by Gtesar the Menapii, who occa-' 
pied the country between the Rhine and the Meuse, and the 
Scheldt and the ocean. The itfenapii, as the descendants of 
the Hollanders like to remember, " held alliance with the 
Romans, bet never submitted to their yoke at all, nor per- 
mitted them to introduce their language, bat retained in per- 
petual use the Teutonic dialect, now Dutch."* 

We are reminded that east of the Rhine and in the northern 
provinces of the Netherlands, Friealand, Groniugen, and 
Drentho-^" whose tne people Borne never conquered, and 
whose right of self-government no haughty baron eversap- 
preased" — the industrial spirit of the Dutch and the spirit en- 
couraged by the growth of towns modified the feudal system of 
Holland to a degree unknown in France or even in England.t 

There came to the Hudson River, says Mr. Elting, Walloons 
from the Spanish ITetherlands, Huguenots from France, Puri- 
tans f>om New England, andWaldenses from Piedmont, whose 
historical antecedents extend beyond the Christian era — all 
seeking freedom and finding it in New Netherlands. Their de- 
scendants are to be found in Kingston, Eaopas, and New Paltz, 
now a quiet village on the Walkill Valley Railroad. This val- 
ley reposes near the peaks of the CatskiUs and the Shawan- 
gank range, with its most prominent point. Sky Top, marking

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the location of Lake Mobonk, uov knowD as a national center 
of the thonghtfal and i>ractical philanthropy of the Bepublic in 
reference to the tn-o racea wboae claims to enlightenment at 
the hands of the lifational Government in the common-school 
system of the Eepublic can no longer be ignored, and here, 
after three centaries, the noblest truts of the Hollanders are 
reoalled by the benign influence that from one of tbeir earliest 
American homes extends tbronghout the Bepublic. 

A like forgetfalness of the plainest lessons tanght by history 
is constantly exhibited in onr own land, and invaloable public 
service has been rendered by this association and tlie Johns 
Hopkins University in tbeir historic exposition of the policy 
and principles of the Bepablio as exhibited in Congressional 
acts and jndicial decisions. Two of their papers illustrate the 
remark of Mr. Freeman that " law has now become a mainstay 
of history, or rather a part of history, because a knowledge of 
history is coming to be received as a part of the knowledge of 
the law," and the early appearance of these papers shows that 
the new methods of histoi? recognize its relation not simply 
to the legislatnre but to the judiciary, as an independent and 
essential element of the country, wielding a power that can sit 
in judgment on the legislative and executive departments, the 
interpreter of national and State constitutions, and the final 
arbiter of the constitutional limits to legislation. 

One of these papers is that of Dr. Philip Sohaff on *' Church 
and State in the United States," in which that accomplished 
scholar with historic and judicial exactness has quoted the ad- 
judications on this point as a matter "not of doctrine but of 
fact" His masterly exposition and array of authorities add 
coDcinsive weight te the thought that no nation has more 
reason than our 4wn for tracing the relations IwtweeQ the past 
and the present, and to the remark of Dr. Herbert B. Adams, 
that national and international life can but develop upon the 
constitational basis of self-government in church and state. 
Dr. SchafiTs paper was entitled " Chnrch and State in the 
United States, or the American Idea of Beligious Liberty in 
its Practical Effect, with Official Documents." It presents la 
an appendix the provisions of the United States Constitution 
for religious litierty, decisions of the United States Supreme 
Court and of the courts of Pennsylvania and ITew York upon 
Christiauity as a part of the common law, with the opinions of 
Judge Story, Dr. Lieber, Judge Cooley, and Mr. Bancroft. 
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"The State of New York,"Dr.Schaft remmdsiis, "had virtu- 
ally disestatilished the Episcopal Charch iu 1777, one year after 
the Declaration of Indepeudeuce, by repealiug in its constitu- 
tion all statutes and acts which ' might be construed to estab- 
lish or maintain any particular denominatiou of Christiana and 
their ministers j' audit ordained that Hhe free exercise and 
enjoyment of religious professiou and vorBbip without discri mi- 
natioa or preference shall forever hereafter be allowed within 
this State to all mankind.*'* In the leading case iu New York, 
of The People vs. Raggles, qnoted by Dr. Scfaaff— when Chan- 
cellor Kent delivered the opinion of thecoart, with the ap- 
proval of a full beach, inclnding the eminent names of Smith 
Thompson, Ambrose Spencer, William Yau Ness, and Joseph 
C. Yates — the court held that by the common law uow iu force 
here as in Englaud, and wholly irrespective of any question of 
church establishment, contemptuoas words uttered malicioasly 
against Christ or the Holy Scriptures are an offense affecting 
the essential interests of civil society, where Christianity is 
recognized as a part of the law and the religioo of the people. 

That eminent legal authority the Hon. William Allen But- 
ler, LL.D., of New York, in a recent paper on " Religion ia 
the Schools,"' states that 11 years after that decision an 
amendment was introduced in the New York constitutional 
convention with the avowed attempt of obviating the effect 
of the decision in The People vs. Ruggles ; and that " after 
a debate in which Chancellor Kent, Mr. Van Buren, Unfns 
King, and other eminent jurists opposed the amendment, it 
was rejected by a large majority, and the prosision as to reli- 
gious liberty was leftuncbange^l, with the judicial construction 
of it in the case of Buggies fully recognized, and the snnie 
provision remains in theState constitution uow in force." Mr. 
Butler further showed that the constitntioual right of the peo- 
ple by their legislature to enact laws for the preservation of the 
public peace and order on Sundays was distinctly placed, iu 
tie leading case of Lindmuller vs. The People, "npon the 
ground that the Christian religion is a part of the law of the 
land, and that the Christian Sabbath is one of the institutions 
of that religion and may be protected from desecration by 
proper legislation." This decision, added Mr. Butler, " was 
approved by the court of appeals in the later case of Neun-

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dorff VS. Duryea, and in the light of these authorities and 
these jndicial cODStruotione of the constitatioo, it must be 
assamed that Christianity is, and antil abolished by a oonsti- 
tutional amendment will eoutinne in this State to be a part of 
the l&w of the land." 

The historic facts thas jadioially anooanced, tracing back 
tbrongh the commoa law the religioas f^th of the American 
pei^le, are in accord with the first enactment of the Puritans 
on board the Ma^ower, commencitig " In the name of God, 
Amen," and declaring that the voyage was andertaken "for 
the glory of Ood and the advancement of the Christian faith;" 
with the early laws of the Dutch and the Huguenots, the 
Swedes and other colooiats, some of which are in force to-day, 
QDtil the day when the Federal Constitation was adopted, ac- 
cording to the record of onr national convention, not like the 
revolutionary constitution of France on a day that ignored the 
Christian era, bat in " the year of our Lord seventeen hundred 
and eighty-seven." Dr. Bchaffs clear exposition is worthy of 
study by the differing classes who, misled perhaps by the for- 
eign idea that this is a godless and heathenish country, and 
that the state can not without violating its Oonstitntion teach 
to its children the principles of morality, have proposed to cor- 
rect the alleged evil : the one class by supplying to the schools 
denominational teachings in defiance of the Constitution, and 
the other by inserting the name of God in the national Cod- 
stitntion. The prevalence and power of the religious senti- 
ment in America thus recognized by the courts has not been 
unnoticed by the most observant and impartial critics of Amer- 
ican institutions. 

Dr. Schaff also shows that the United States Supreme Conrt, 
in Reynolds vs. The United States, in a recent case affiruiing 
the right of Congress to prohibit polygamy in the Territories, 
held that " Congress can not pass a law for the government 
of the Territories which prohibits the free exercise of religion. 
The first amendment to the Consitutioa expressly prohibits 
such legislation." And the court quoted Mr. Thomas Jeffer- 
son's reply to an address from the Dnnbury Baptist Asso- 
iatioD when he said: "Believing with yon that religion is 
a matter which lies solely between man and his GotI ; that 
he owes account to none other for his faith or his worship; 
that the legislative powers of the Government reach actions 
only and not opinions, I contemplate with sovereign reverence

that act of tlie American people which declared that the legis- 
latare should make no law respecting an establishmeDt of re- 
ligion or prohibiting the free exercise thereof, thus building a 
wall of separation between charcb and state." 

Another paper, by Dr. Blaokmar, on Federal and State aid 
to higher edncation in the United States, gave a complete his- 
torical sketch of national grants in aid of State education, 
which appeared soon after the denial of these grants had been 
made with such persistency and emphasis as to confase the 
pablic and the press despite the able argument of Dr. White 
on "National and Stat« Oovernments and Advanced Educa- 
tion." Dr. Blackmar quoted Huxley's dictum : " Ho system of 
pnblic edncation is worth the name of national unless it creates 
a great educational ladder with one end iu the gutter and the 
other in the university " — which recalls Washington's desire for 
a nuiversal education and a national nuiversity ; and he spoke 
of the first educational grants of the General Government, 
in 1787, to support schools and advance the cause of educa- 
tion. Of that ordinance which declared that " Religion, mo- 
rality, and knowledge being necessary to good government 
and the happiness of mankind, schools and the means of edu- 
cation shall forever be encouraged," Webster said : " I doubt 
whether one singlelawof any lawgiver, ancient or modern, ha«t 
produced effects of more distinct, marked, and lasting char- 
acter." I^ext in educational importance to the ordinance of 
1787 comes the Congressional grant of 1862 providing for me- 
chanical and agricultarat schools, with the supplemental act 
of March 2, 18S7, with its far-reaching results, by which forty- 
six colleges and universities have benefited, thirty-three of 
which were called into existence by the act. 

In 1803 Congress extended the privileges of the ordinance 
of 1787 to the States in the Mississippi territory, granting the 
sixteenth of every township for the purposes of commonsohool 
education, and one entire township for the support of a semi- 
nary of learning. The distribution of the surplus in the 
National Treasury in 1836 was in its aim, as far as the National 
Oovernment was concerned, financial and not edncational, but 
in sixteen States it was devoted wholly or in part to edncational 
purposes. Among the States that were specially benefited 
by national aid to education was Connecticut, whicb received 
about 23,000 acres for the education of the deaf and dumb. 
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A chief point of hietoric intereat prominently noted by Dr. 
Blackmar was the effect of national aid in developing and 
strengthening the edncational spirit of the States, and siuve 
the results of the Gongressioua] grants of 1862 have begun to 
be seen, tbere bas been an upward tendency of State educa- 
tion. Uf the last grant Dr. Blackmar says : " Far-reaehing 
results have already been attained from this well-timed dona- 
tion, • • • but its chief excellence consists in the stimu- 
iation which it gave to State and local enterprise." This his- 
toric foct confirming the profound wisdom of the fVamers of 
the ordinance of 1787, and of the successive Congresses for an 
hundred years, is one happily recalled to the country, altfaoagb, 
aa the Hon. N. H. U. Dawson, Commissioner of Edacation, 
said in his letter transmitting Dr. Blackmar's monograph to 
Secretary Yilas: "The monograph was written with an earnest 
desire to present facts, and not with a view to prove any par- 
ticular thesis." 

It may be difiQcult to nnderstaod how the country should 
have required this exposition of oar ancient and continuous 
policy of national aid to State education on a scale without a 
parallel in history, and with a beneficent effect so marvelous 
as to astonish the world, but the recent discussion of the sub- 
ject by a large part of the press showed a singular misappre- 
hension ou both of these prominent historic facts with which 
every citizen should be familiar. It was gravely said that a bill 
to grant national aid to State edacatiou would be a violation 
of the National Constitution and without precedent in Con- 
gressional history ; that the ultimate effect of such aid woald 
be " a paralysis of local effort; " that the offer of national aid to 
a State would be an affront ; that its acceptance would be an 
act of humiliation, inconsistent with manly spirit and State 
pride ; and that national aid, if accepted, would weaken the 
national spirit of the States, and tend to the neglect of their 
State schools and the promotion of ignorance and mendicancy. 

The Secretary of the Interior has done much %o enlighten 
the American people in regard to the history of national aid 
to edncation by the work of Dr. Blackmar, reminding them of 
the opinions of Washington, Jefferson, and Madison, and the 
framers generally of the Constitution, on the subject and the 
action for more than a centnry of the continental and constita- 
tioBal Congresses. Additional information in regard to the 
views of Jefferson on this subject is furnished by a separate work 
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00 his views on pablic ediicatioa* pnbli8he«l this year by Mr, 
John 0. HeudersoD. Jefferson believed, as shown by one of his 
letters to Lafayette, that " IgDorance and bigotry, like other in- 
sanities, are incapable of self-government." In writing (April 
2S, J814) to the Chevalier de Oris, the Spanish printer of the 
constitution wbicii had been adopted by the Spanish patriots, 
and regetting the nnion of the chnrch and State, he continued: 
"Bnt there is one provision which will immortalize ita inven- 
tors. It is that which after a certain epoch disfrachises every 
citizen who can not read and write. <• • • This will give 
yon an enlightened people and an energetic public opinion." 
To Wythe he wrote from Paris, April 13, 1788 : " Preach, my 
dear sir, a cmsade against ignorance. Establish and improve 
the law for educating the common people. Let onr countrymen 
know that the people alone can protect us against these evils, 
and that the tax which will be paid for this purpose is not 
more than the tboasandtb part of what will be paid to kinga, 
priests, and nobles who will rise np amongst us if we leave the 
people in ignorance." 

Dr. White, with his large scholarly and diplomatic experi- 
ence in the various countries of Europe, and his most skillful 
application of European experience to ourselves, baa presented 
to the country a field of inquiry of great interest, and all true 
Americans will accept his proposition that " the demand of the 
nation for men trained in history, political and social science, 
and general jurisprudence can hardly be overstated." He re- 
minded us that in addition to Congress acting for 63,00O,(i0O 
people who are increasing in great part by immigration at an 
appalling rate, with some forty State legislatures, and coutity, 
town, and municipal boards innumerable ; with executive offi- 
cers and constitutional conventions and judges of every grade 
discussing political and social questions and fixing the grooves 
in which our political and social development will largely run; 
with the grave questions of the relation of capital and labor, 
production and distribution, education, taxation, general, ma> 
nicipal, and international law — pauperism, crime, insanity, and 
wbat-not policies are being fised, institutions created, iawa 
made with reference to these questions, policies, institutions, 
and laws in which lie the germs of glory and anarchy, of growth 
or revolution. 

'Thomoa Jefferson's Tiena on Pnblto Edacation. B; John C. Henderson. 
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Dr. White qaotes an able and devoted foreigner, tliat it sad- 
dened him to see so many of the same lines of policy adopted 
in America that had broagbt tnisery npon Earope. " In various 
oonstitated bodies theories have been proposed which were long 
ago eztingaished in blood ; plans solemnly considered which 
have led, without exception, wherever tried, to rain moral and 
flnancisl; eystemsadoptedwhichbavesometimes been the trag> 
edies, sometimes the farces, npon the stage of human affairs'* 
— an expression that recalls the warning of Madison more than 
100 years ago, that popular government without popular edu- 
cation or the means of obtaining it, is " but a prologue to a 
farce or a tragedy, or to both." After referring to the prodigi- 
ous amount of waste and error in dealing with political and 
social questions, Dr. White remarked that abuses found in 
France under Louis XIY, and in England under George III, 
seem to find their counterpart in onr own land, with criminal 
high schools taking large numbers of novices and graduating 
them masters of criminal arts, and this not from want of 
integrity, but from lack of adequate training. He based on the 
same and similar facts the demand for a close stody of the 
political and social history of those people who have had the 
most important experience and especially of oor own ; and he 
snpplemented his powerful argument with a startling reminder 
of the fearful price that has been paid hitherto for the simplest 
advances in political and social science when achieved by the 
gradual growth of the human mind. The entire paper of Dr. 
White, to some of the chief points of which I have ventured to 
allude, deserves the most careful study as an argument, based 
on acknowledged facta and enforced by the testimony of schol- 
ars, for the general and thorough incorporation of the improved 
methods of historic study with American education. 

There is one point on which the history, especially of Eng- 
land and America, is regarded as teaching a lesson of confidence 
in their basis of national character and national stability. In 
England the age of corruption in the time of Walpole was 
marked, as Prof. Goldwtn Smith observes, by the still darker 
records of faction, misgovernment, and iniquity in the high 
places both of church and state, and in ihe political evils and 
fiscal burdens which have been bequeathed by those bad miers 
even to our own times. The English historian reminds us that 
if corruption bad been universal the people might never have 
lifted np its head again, but that the people received the re- 
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ligion which the gentry and even some of the clergy bad 
rejected. The people preserved the traditions of English mor- 
ality and English study, and repaired by their anflagging in- 
dnatry and their sturdy integrity the waste and demoralization 
of the classes abont them. 

Thns far public cormption, however flagrant, is bnt partial, 
even when it may sometimes seem to be almost aniversal. 
Goldwin Smith says : " Effort is the law, if law it is be called, 
of history. Histoiy is a series of struggles to elevate the char- 
acter of homanity in all its aspects — religions, intellectaal, so- 
(nal, and political— sometimes rising in an agony of aspiration 
and exertion, and frequently followed by lassitude and relapses, 
as great moral efforts are in the case of individual men." The 
revolution in Euglaud, so full of inspiring thonghts and noble 
deeds that were to fix on a Arm fonndation the constitntional 
liberties of the empire, was followed by a relapse into political 
corruption that indicated a complete swing of the pendnlum 
from the highest to the lowest point of English patriotism. Of 
this Macaolay said, and oar own history may faroish examples 
of its tmth : " Pnblic opinion has its natural flux and reflux ; 
after a violent burst there is commonly a reaction." Goldwin 
Smith flirther remarks : " If pnblic life is the noblest of ail 
callings, it is the vilest of all trades," and " the real current of 
a great nation's life may run calmly beneath the seething and 
frothy surface which alone meets our eyes." 

The question that seems to be forcibly suggested by the pa- 
per of Dr. White, and enforced by the teat^ings of our chief 
experts in historic studies, American and Gtermau, is whether 
the olden methods of t«achiog history now prevailing in oor 
common schools and academies should not be at once improved 
by the general adoption of the seientifio method, to the great ■ 
advantage of American youth, whether their education is to end 
with the common school or the academy, or whether it is to be 
continued to the highest course of the university. Nothing 
could more tend to strengthen and confirm the American char- 
acter of our common schools, so absolutely essential in fitting 
our youth for their duties asAmericancitizens,and the historic 
training to that end will no longer be confined to the select few 
vho enjoy the higher education given in onr colleges and nni- 
versities, but will be shared by the masses, " the plain people," 
who oonatitnte the great mtuority, whose character and life are 
to raise or to lower the standard of onr civilization, and whose 
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votes are to elect the ralers aod determine the deetiny of the 
Bepnblic. 

Onr common schoole are intended to fit the yonth of America 
for what Arnold calls " the highest earthly work — the work 
of government ;" and that work iB becoming Jiore complex and 
dltScnlt with the advance of onr civilization to the Pacific, and 
with the problems, political and indnstrial, financial and com- 
mercial, edncatiooal and social, that in succession or in joint 
array arise and confront us. To these are added a continuing 
wave of immigration of unexpected magnitude, and represent- 
ing frequently civilizations inferior, alien, and hostile to oar 
own. It is tme that the more intelligent and better part come 
to appreciate and cherish American institutions, and to wel- 
come for their ohildren the common school that will fit them 
for American citizenship, and raise them politically and socially 
to a higher plane of civilization ; but there comes also a vast 
multitnde who in their ignorance are ready to subvert our in- 
atitntions, to supersede our natioual principles and rights, 
which they do not understand, and even in some cases to force 
into onr public schools not only non-Americao ideas but a 
fbreigu tongue. 

Daring the last centary, when there was little danger from 
sneh influences at home, Washington, desiriog for Amerioaa 
yoath an Amencan character, objected to foreign education as 
encoaraging " not only habits of dissipation and extravagance, 
bnt principles an&iendly to republican government and to the 
true and generous liberation of mankind." The simple and 
sure mode of inculcating these American principles and ideas 
is the scientific study of American history. Our great author- 
ities on history-teaching are agreed that rightly to understand, 
appreciate, and defend American institutions the tme plan is 
to know their origin and their history, and so to learn the true 
policy required for oar safety ; and in this light history appears 
as the true basis of national character and of national wisdom, 
and there seems no reason tosnppose that lessons iu history may 
not be given in our common schools in a way to influence the 
ideas and character of our children. 

Dr. Diesterweg, who speaks with so much authority for the 
scholarship of Germany and of the world, dwells npon the im- 
portance of making historical ideas uuderatood by showing 
their effect and developing ideal impulses in the pupils, and 
refers to the regrettable position of Germany in a time not long 
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past, when the most scliolarl; iDstitations had no speda! in- 
Bti actor in history, and wbeo a place was made for history the 
pupils were burdeued with a load of facts. The learned aatbor 
says ; " It is clear that the same impulse and the same dangers 
threaten the public tckool of to-day. • • • The most im- 
portant sabjects must he given with sufficient detail to make 
them interesting." If a qnestion shoald be raised as to the 
feasibility of appl>iug to children the improved method, on 
this point both German and American experts express no 
doubt. Dr. Diesterweg, in expressing his nnwillingDess to 
agree to any plan that purposes to exclude the " silent work of 
civilization" from an elementary conrse, quotes Benke as say- 
ing: "Daring the same period, fi^im the eighth to the foor- 
teeotb year, the {lowerof nnderstanding, comprehending, think- 
ing, the faculty of developing general truths from special ones, 
begins to awaken and asnert itself." Mr. Thomas Weutworth 
Uigginson, who has happily illustrated his views by his own 
delightful volumes, said in a paper entitled " Why Children 
Dislike History : " " The moral of all is that the fault is not in 
the child, but in us who write the books and teach the lessons. 
History is but a series of tales of human beings ; human beings 
form the theme which is of all things the most congenial to the 
child's mind. If the subject loses all its charms by our hand- 
ling, the fbult is ours and we should not blame the child." 

We are reminded that the first step in geography is to know 
thoroughly the district wherein we live, and that American 
local history should hefirst studied as a contribution to national 
history; and President Adams suggested that " the develop- 
ment of local consciousness can perhaps be best stimulated 
through the common school," with the osaal adjuncts of the 
academy and local libraries, the local press, local societies, and 
local clubs. It would seem clear from such testimony that 
there is no reason why the elementary principles of the im- 
proved methods of teaching history may not be wisely intro- 
duced into the education of our common schools ; that there, 
as well as in onr colleges and universities, history may become, 
in President Adams's words, "an active instead of passive 
process — an increasing joy instead of a depressing burden." 

Of the faacination which the varied European origin of oor 
early colonists will have for American youth perhaps no bet- 
ter example can be cited than the remarkable address of Dr. 
Bichard S. Storrs in 1876, before the New York Historical 
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Sodety, on " The Early American Spirit and tbe Oeoesis of it." 
I have befure quoted tiiiH address in connection with American 
edncatioQ, bot I may be pardoned for a brief reference to it on 
this occasion as illnstrating the point, and as an historic sketch 
parts of which might be adrantageoasly introduced into every 
normal school of the Bepublic, in view of the truth, never to be 
forgotten, that for good education we must have good edcca- 
tors. Regarding htstorieB as the biographies of communitieit, 
and recognizing the fact that we are in the presence of acom- 
manding past, tracing the outlines of the fancinating history of 
our UevolatioD, sbowiog that it was the spirit behind onr little 
forces that compelled the events and gave them importance in 
history, Dr. Storra recalled the fact that the early settlers of 
this coDDtry were not of one stock, but of many, aod that they 
brought with them a power and a promise from the greatest 
age of European advancement. Witfa a rapid and masterly 
pen he portrayed that brilliant century which saw at its be- 
ginning the coronation of Elizabeth and at its end the death of 
Oromwell — a ceutnry marked by extraordinary genius, amazing 
achievements, tbe decay of anthority, and the swift advance of 
popular power ; theageofBaleigh, Drake, Bacon, Shakespeare, 
and Milton ; illumined by printing, and stirred with tumultuous 
force by tbe Beformatiou. Glancing at the vehement pnblio 
life of Northern Europe, in England, the KetUerlauda, Germany, 
and Sweden, he showed that out of this century, so full of 
enterprise aod productive force, came tbe early settlers of 
America, bringing with them the energies of the continent, 
and with the push of a century behind them, forming in their 
constituent moral life one people, fearless, reflective, energetic, 
constructive, indnstrions, and martial; intensely practical, 
politically active, religiously free, with successful labor as their 
primary teacher. Henoe came the early American spirit in 
whose light arose the liepublic " which interlinks our annals 
with those of the noblest time iu Europe and makes us heirs to 
the greatness of its history." 

Is there any good reason to believe that tbe American boy 
with his bright intelligence and active imagioatiou is incapable 
of understanding tbe two historic ideas of the continuous and 
changing movement of human affairs and the permanence of 
principles, that he can not learn to trace the connection be- 
tween Bnnnymede, the battle of the Boyne, Bunker Hill, and 
Torktown; the constitutional establishment of civil and relig- 
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ioas freedom in the last ceotnry, and the coDstitational emanci' 
patioQ in oar own day t As he reads of the Ma^a Cfaarta 
extorted from Kiag John id 1215, aud of its confirmatioa in 
England some thirty times as vas deemed condncive to the 
liberties of Englishmen ; when he recognizes that Cfaarta as 
the basis of the Petition of Right in 1628, and of the Bill of 
Bights in 1688, will he not the more appreciate the fact that it 
was the basis of onr Declaration of Independence in 1776, and of 
the first and latest amendments to oar national Oonstitation f 
Already school committees have began to provide new fais- 
toric and constitutional histories, primers for children, snch as 
NordhofTs '* Politics for Young Americans," and of elementary 
works, Jevona's " Primer of Political Economy," and the " Ori- 
gin of New England Towns ;" and what a field is opened for 
new histories for children by Professor Jameson's announce- 
ment that the most neglected field of American history is the 
field of States, with the snggestion that boys should be early 
taught " the real homely facts of government, " to which the 
local color added by the annals of the neighborhood would add 
a homelike and inspiring interest. Upon the integrity and 
efficiency of the common school depend not only the right con. 
duct of our affairs social, industrial, and political, bnt the pab- 
lic opinion of the country, of which Webster said : " Moral 
causes oomeiuto consideration in proportion as the progress of 
knowledge is advanced ; and the public opinion of the civilized 
■world is rapidly gaining an ascendancy over mere bnite force, 

* * * and as it grows more intelligent and intense, it will 
be more aud more formidable. * * ' It is elastic, irrepres- 
sible, and invulnerable to the weapons of ordinary warfare. 

• • • Until this be propitiated or ratified, it is vtun for 
power to talk of triumphs or of repose." 

But the public opinion which Webster magnified and which 
is to subject the world to the empire of rea^jon, is the opinion 
of an American people thoroughly educated in their own his- 
tory and their own principles, a public opinion inspired by the 
intelligence and patriotism of the common school, which, 
while preparing the way to the college and university, can 
give all that the nation has a right to demami for her voters — 
the elements of knowledge, with a true idea of the history and 
the principles of the republic, and of the rights and duties of 
citizens. Dr. Woodrow Wilson remarks in his recent work, 
speaking of the convictions of our great statesmen from Wash- 
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ington toonrownday, <*No free government can last in health 
if it lose bold of its traditions in tustoiy ; and in the pnblio 
schools these ma; be and should be sed nloasly preserved," care- 
folly replanted in the thought and coDscioosness of each suc- 
ceeding generation. 

The necessity of a thorough and manly training to secure 
prosperity and strength has been forced, by our example and 
by the vamings presented by other nations, apou all classes 
iu Eorope, the goTemors and the governed; and Dr. Max 
Hilller says that " every nation at present is trying to improve 
its material by national education." In this international com- 
petition for supreme excellence in the common schools, our re- 
public should be amoug the first, for the necessity of educating 
the American childreo, whether native or foreign-bom, for 
their high duties as aovtreign citizens is one that impressea 
more and more deeply our most far-sighted and earnest think- 
ers. 

Bishop Henry C. Potter, of New York, in his recent address 
on "The Scholar aud the State" before the Phi Beta Eappa 
ohaptei' of Harvard, after referring to " that eminent and gifted 
Englishman Prof. James Bryoe," and to De Tocqneville with 
his rare foresight, touched npon the great possibilities of a gov- 
ernment so nobly conceived and so finely governed as our own, 
and npon the fact, noted by De Tocqneville, that the excel* 
lence and delicacy of a vast civil mechanism only the more de- 
mands intelligent, prudent, and reverent handling, and that 
" no form or combination of social polity has yet been devised 
to make an energetic people out of a community of pusillani- 
mous and enfeebled citizens." 

An historic view of the tiifference in the effect upon the 
strength of a people of a system of edncation in which the 
weight of authority is placed on the side of restraining, and a 
system that develops personal independent action, was pre- 
sented by the late venerable Father Hecker, of Saw York, the 
founder of the Paulists, in his last instructive work, "The 
Church and the Age." After alluding to the teachings adopted 
by the society founded by St. Ignatias of Loyola, and to the 
remark, " Men whose wills never conflict with the authority 
of the church periniU cadaver, the distingnisbing traits of a 
perfect Jesuit form the antithesis of a thorough Protestant." 
Father Hecker said: "The weight of authority was placed ou 
the side of restraining rather than of developing personal inde- 
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pendent action. • • • The defenne of the chorcli and the 
salvation of the eoal were ordinarily aecnred at the expense 
Decessarily of those virtaes which go to make np the strength 
of OhristiaD manhood. In the principles above briefly stated 
may be foand the explanation why fifty millions of Protestants 
have had generally a controlling infiuence fbr a long period 
over two handred millions of Catholics, in directing the move- 
meutB and destinies of nations."* 

The lesson taneht by the impressire warning of Father 
Hecker in regard to the education on which depends the strength 
and controlling indnence of nations, as he points the American 
people to the statistics of history, confirms the views of the 
fathers of oar Eepoblioand of onr wiseststatesmenthrongboat 
a centary as presented by Dr. Blackmar to aid the States in 
making their school education aniversal and complete. ".The 
first dnty of govemmeDt," says the Hon. J. L. U. Oarry, our 
late minister to Spain, and now the chief manager of the Pea- 
body fnnd, " is to develop and use to the maximum degree the 
brain power of the country, In the use or non-use of this intel- 
lectual power lies the difference betwixt nations and epochs." 
"The end for which the schools are established," says Hon. 
Andrew S. Draper, the able superintendent of public iastruo- 
tion in New York State, "is the safety of the State. • • • 
The schools are maintained at general expense to perpetoate 
the Oonstitotion and to make citizenship safe and secure; "and 
President Harrison aptly asked in a speech at Galeaborgb, 
**How shall one be a safe citizen who Is not intelligent t" 

The national Interest in education and the importance of a 
national system and a national standard of excellence are topics 
which abroad are being carefully studied, and Dr. Max Mdller 
remarks : " The great principle • ■ • that the school 
belongs to the State, and that the State is responsible for its 
efficiency as it is responsible for the efficiency of the Army, the 
^avy, nay, even of the post-office. Itis criminal to sell poison. 
Would it be carrying the same principle too &r if Parliament 
insisted that noone should open a private school unless the gov- 
ernment was satisfied of the wholesomeness of the moral and 
intellectual food sold in these schools to helpless children t

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Paternal government, I know, has not a good soond to EngUsli 
ears, bat if anybody hasaright to apaternal goTemmeDt soreiy 
it is those little ones who shonld not perigb." 

Oar association baa an opportanity greater perhaps than 
ever before ei^joyed by any similar institation of impressing; 
Qpon the American people the profbond importance of their 
own history and of the example and couDselB of the fothers of the 
Bepnblic in reference to the education of the people. The work 
so well began indicates the vastness of the field to be explored 
and the gravity of the tasks yet to be accomplished. Dr. 
Blackmar*s treatise on uatdonal aid to State education is stiU 
to be sai^lemented by the history of national aid to State 
edacation in the pabUe school — aid that in land alone haa 
exceeded the area of Great Britain and Ireland, seonring an 
American edacation to the children of the Western States to 
whom is rapidly passing the controlling power of the Bepablio. 
The horizon of historic Inquiry, as Prof. Herbert B. Adams 
has said, should be enlarged " nntil the whole field of second- 
ary and school education is embraced in the retrospect ;" and 
he reminded as of the trnth, which recalls also the inexorable 
responsibility of educated Americans, that " the broadening 
plfdns are best seen from the hilltops." Then came the sug- 
gestion to which our countrymen will respond, and especially 
the aooomplished educationists of the Bepnblic, who have a 
right to speak with the power that belongs to knowledge and 
position, that with a Secretary of Agriculture holding a plaoe 
in the Oabinet the Bureau of Education should become a 
ministry of public instmotion, stimulating aud strengthening 
the colleges and nnirersities as well as the school system of 
tiie whole country. Then, too, comes the ardent wish of Wash- 
ington, embodied in his last will and testament bat still un- 
ftilfilled,of a national university. It is a thought to which the 
establishment at the capital of a foreign university with a chair 
devoted to the canon law, a system in antagonism with the 
Oonstitntion and the common law on which the entire fabric 
of the Bepnblic rests, gives a new and profound significance. 

On all these questions the lessons of history, American and 
European, throw a world of light, and especially on the point 
that every teacher in the common school should be well 
grounded in American history. Whatever the extent, the 
wealth, or the material power of our country, it wUl depend 
chiefly upon the State common school and its American 
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THEORY OF VILLAGE COMMUNITY. 

(ABSTRACT.}

Dr. Andrews' paper was in the main a protest against madi of 
the loose generalization now prevalent regarding American in- 
Btitations. The work of the new historical school has given a 
great stimnlns to historical stndy, bat has brought certain 
dangers with it. The theory of the village eommanity is a 
case in point. The insofflciency of the data a', the beginning 
of German and English history has made it possible to theo- 
rize witbont fear of contradiction, bnt with the early history 
of America the case is different. The theory has been tested 
here and foand wanting, that the tovn or village community 
was the primordial germ of the body politic. By a somewhat 
specolative bat interesting analogy Dr. Andrews la led to be- 
lieve that the early shire in England, the Oivitas of Tacitus, 
and, even jroing back to earlier times, the tribe itself was the 
primordial organism, a complete and sovereign nnit, and that 
the enlarged family, the village eommanity, or themart werea 
later recognition within the original state. This analogy from 
the American evidence is merely used as snpporting concla- 
Bions already expressed by other writers as to the conditions at 
the different stages of the theory. The second point at which 
the village eommanity theory has touched America is in the 
idea of a reversion to onr original democratic form of life on 
the part of the TSew England settlers. Unfortunately, the sup- 
posed democratic character of the Germanic tun as a petty 
republic with universal sut&age rests solely on eonjectore. 
Theevidenceis insufScient and the supposition is contrary to 
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known tribal life in that stage of development. Snch com- 
parisons are however misleading, and thoagb they do not mean 
mnch to scholars they are creeping into text-books and popular 
treatises, where the effects are JDjnrioas. The best panacea for 
^is is a critical comparative study of the political and economic 
life in Xew England and Old England at tbetimeof the settle-

Thongb the continaity between the paet and the present Id 
England sbonld stimalate historical research, ahe is far behind 
her neigbbore in the etndy of the past. This fact is well ezeni- 
plifled by the literatare of mnnicipal or town histoiy, which 
foils onder two distinct heads : (1) general histories of bor- 
oughs ; (2) historieB of particular boronghs. The first head 
embraces fonr principal works : " A Treatise of Cities and Bor* 
ongbs," by Bobert Brady, (1690) ; " Firma Borgi," by Thomas 
Madox (1728), " The History of Boronghs and Mnnicipal Corpo- 
rations," by Merewether and Stephens (1835), and "An Essay 
on English Hanicipal Histoiy by James Thompson " (1867). 
Brady's book was written primarily to apbold the royal pre- 
rogative. Hence his work is " disgraced by a perverse sophis- 
try and the soppression of truth." Madoz was a oonsoientiona, 
tanth-loving scholar, whose book throws mach light on oertaio 
phases of burghal development. Merewether and Stephens 
wrote their ponderone treatise to advocate municipal reform. 
Their material is badly digested, and, in their zeal to reform 
the preseotthey deform the past. Several of the eleven propo- 
sitions which they attempt to prove are antenable. Thomp- 
son's little book consists mainly of brief sketches of the history 
of ftfew English towns. Between these separate essays thereis 
very little coherence. Not one of the above-mentioned fonrtreat- 
iees gives a good oomprehensire acoonnt of general town his- 
tory. There is great need of snch a work. So, too, we have to 
lament the want of good histories of individnal boroughs. 
Striking &alt8 of local historians are their excessive fondness 
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for porely aotiqaariaD and genealogical studies and their neg- 
lect of town records. Mach stress is laid on sepalchral inscrip- 
tions and Roman nrns, while the mauicipal archives are neg> 
lected. Hence little light is thrown on the growth of the 
borongh cooatitation. The mediffival records of towns are 
abundant and easily accessible. They invite inrestigatioa in 
the history of mnnicipal government, a rich field of study that 
has been little explored.

HIRABEAtJ'S SPEECH OF HAY 20, 1790. 

(ABSTSAOT.i

This speech was delivered Id connection with the tnoat ezctt* 
inff and most important discnssion in which Mirabean partici- 
pated during his two years in the ^National Assembly. Daring 
its first year of constitntional debate the assembly had stripped 
the King of the greater part of hiB execntive power. Of the 
prerogatives still remaining to him, the right to declare war 
and to make peace wasthe most Important la May, 1790, an 
attempt was made to wrest this also from him. In the same 
month Mirabean catered into a secret compact with the King, 
became his chief adviser and the defender of his rights in the 
Assembly. 

The debate that arose apoa the qnestion of peace and war 
gave him an opportanity to serve his royal client. He was 
looked Dpon as the leader of the revolotiouat? party and his 
strength rested apon his popnlarity. To retain the good will 
of the masses and at the same time to thwart their wishes was 
a difflcnlt andertaking ; bat this was the thing that Mirabean 
attempted to do. 

The radical party wished to delegate the right of making 
war and peace to the assembly. On the 20tb of May Mirabean 
made a speech in which be opposed this encroachment upon 
the King's prerogatives and dcKlared that the right should be 
exercised by the King aod the assembly in common. His proj- 
ect was so oonstracted that while it apparently divided the 
power of the sword equally between the King and the assem- 
bly, in reality it gave it to the former. The assembly had alone 
the right to put an end to the war. Mirabeaa's speech was so 
ingeniously constructed that the trae meaning yielded itself 
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only to careful study. Barnave fotliomed it and preseDted it 
in its trae shape t^ the assembly. Mirabeaa, to save bimself, 
was forced to abandon his position and to aeoept amendments 
to hia project, changing the entire significance of it It then 
became a decree. 

He had won an apparent victory ; his adversaries claimed 
that he had suffered a real defeat. In response Mirabean pnb- 
lifihed his speeches of Hay W and 22, sending copies to all the 
departments of France. The Lameths, who had bitterly op- 
posed him, declared that he had systematically folsified the 
speech of May 20 to render it faarmoniooB with the speech of 
the 22d and with the decree adopted by the assembly. This 
charge was tnie.*

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THE FORMATION OF THE FRENCH CONSTITUTION.

(1) The present coostitatioii of France is different from the 
other oonstitntioDEi that France has had since the rerolDtioD, in 
that it is a growth. The origin may be traced as finr back as 
Febrnary, 1871, while it was not completed outil the sammer 
of 1875. 

(2)llieperiodofgrovthofFrance. Sitoation considered from 
a eoDStitaUonal standpoint, at the time of the meeting of the 
^rational Assembly at Bordeanx in Febrnary, 1871. First step 
in the direction of a contest In the foil of 1874 ; the discussion 
proper begins in January, 1876. The Bepablicans are beaten 
by a minority of 34 on the vote of article 1 ; on the vot« of article 
2 (amendment Wallnn), they win the next day by a minority of 
one. A stampede of the Orleanista follows, and it ia determined 
that the constitntion shall be a compromise between the views 
of the Bepablicaus and those of the Orleanlsts. The leaders in 
the movement, Oambetta and Speaker Buffet. The oonsdta- 
tion threatened by the vote of the Pascal-Daprest amendment 
declaring that the Senate shall be elected by nniversal anttrage 
and the conseqnent president for 7 years ftom November 20, 
1873. 

(3) The making of the constitntion. In May, 1874, the de 
Broglie cabinet Is npset for urging the Assembly to vote a con< 
stitution BO framed as to be in appearance neither republican 
nor monarchical, but destined to become a monarchical consti- 
tatioD, with the Orleanist pretender as King, as soon as the 
legitimate heir is dead. The unsettled condition of affairs 
leads to Bonapartiat soccesses, and these again to a conviction 
of all moderate men that some sort of a constitntion mast be 
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adopted. The vork is taken up in formal coDveiition. Elec- 
tion of Adolphe Thiera as Ohef dn Ponvoir Ex^ntif (Febroai; 
17, 1S71); division of parties in tlie aBsemblj makes coostitn- 
tional work impossible — for a time at least. Second step : Oon- 
aHtution Rivet : Adolpbe Thiers becomes Preaident of the Be- 
pnblic Angnst 13, 1S71. He is compelled to resign (Hay 24, 
1873) for orgiog the assembly to vote a republican consti- 
tution. Third step: Miffsbal MacHahon is elected President, 
to exercise power under the same oonditions as his predecessor. 
The Fusion : Vain attempt to establish a monarchy. Fonrth 
step : Marshal UacHahon's mde ngeotion of the Senate bilL 
A wise ruling of Speaker Buffet shows a way oat of the difA- 
calty. The Waddingtou-Tantrain bill bronghtin. The Senate 
bill completed. Theoonstitatiou voted Febmaiy 26, 1875. The 
bill on the relations between the branches of the Gk>vernment 
voted (Jaly, 1875), and made a part of the constitntion. 

(4) The amendments. First revision (June, 1879). TheGam- 
betta plan. Oambetta'a fall (.Tanuary 26, 1882). The second 
revision (May, Angnst, December, 1S84). The weak spot In 
tiie constitntion. 
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KARL FOLLEH AMD THE LIBERAL MOVEMENT IN GERMANY.

Earl Folten, the first proressor of German literatnreat Har- 
vard College aud one of the finest representativea of German 
ideas In this conntry, oocapies an honorable place in the his- 
tory of American civilizatioD. As an enthasiastio historian 
and abolitionist he has been eulogized by sach men as Samael 
Uay and William E, Channing; Whittier has devoted some of 
his most touching lines to Pollen's memory; his eventfal and 
noble life has been told by his wife, herself one of the most 
dietiogaished women of Bostonian society of fifty years ago, 
In a manner worthy of bis character and services. The present 
paper deals with a phase of FoUen's life which until very re- 
cently has not been properly understood — ^his participation in 
the Liberal student movement in Germany from 1815 to 1819. 
It appears that Follen was the very heart and sonl of that 
movement, and that it derived &om his influence the charac- 
ter of a truly nihilistic conspiracy. The agitation began at 
the tJniversi^ of Giessen, then spread to Jena and Berlin, and 
finally embraced most of the North German universities. 
Follen condemned all existing forms of government as tyranny 
and usurpation. He proclaimed as the only lum worthy of a 
good German citizen the establishment of " the one great Ger. 
man republic." He openly declared that the only means of 
attaining this goal irere acts of violence and mnrder ; and 
actnally organized a league of so-called " death brethren," 
i. e., of yonng men who pledged themselves to diefor theoaase 
of freedom. The assassination of Kotzebue, which can not bnt 
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be regarded as the practical conseqaence of FoUeo's theoriaa, 
brongbt the movement to a speedy and abrupt end. Follea 
himself fled Srst to Switzerland, and afterwards to the Uoited 
States, where, supported by La Fayette's sympathy and frieod- 
ship, he BOOO rose to prominence, identifying himself with the 
highest and most progressive aspirations of the time and com- 
pletely abandoning his former anu^hioal tendencies.*

The Germans are renowned for their sterling honesty) and 
this trait is strongly marked in Bismarck. Diplomatic exi- 
gencies, however, have often led him to disregard the simple 
directness that spontaneoasly occurs to him. 

Bismarck vas the achiever of German nnity, bnt neither the 
idea of nnity nor the idea of exclnding Anstria from the Em- 
pire were original with him. He conceived the possibility of 
defeatiug Austria, and hU great merit lies in the strong charac- 
ter which be broaght to the task.'

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HOW THE WRITTEN BALLOT CAME INTO THE UNITED STATES.

We are coDStantl; told b; English vriters, vho, aince tlie 
close of oar dvil war, bare maDifested a great iotereat in our 
pedigree, that we are an Engliah race with Eaglish instito- 
tiooe. Never was there a greater historical error. As to race 
we have always been cosmopolitan, as we are to-day. At the 
outbreak of the Bevolation not half of the popalatioQ of the 
middle colonies were English, and the other colonies contained 
great nnmbers of men of diverse nationalities. As to oar in- 
etitDtiouB, the facts are even more striking; for we have 
scarcely an institution of English origin, and very few which 
have even come to as by way of England. How trne this is 
can be seen as we ran over the list of the institations in which 
we differ from all other conn tries claiming to be civilized ; soch 
as ODT written constitationS) oar Supreme Coort, the organiza- 
tion and power of our Senate, the position of onr President, oar 
local self-goremment, our freedom from a state ohnroh, and 
onr whole system of transmitting and alienating land. In all 
these matters we differ from England even to-day. In some 
other features areeemblance now exista between the two conn- 
tries, simply because England has been following oar example 
in the matter of tree schools, freedom of religion, a free press, 
the written ballot, the general extension of the suff^ge, and 
in a broad range of reibrms in criminal and civil law. 

But if oar institations did not come &'om England, what was 
their origin f They have sometimes been credited to the inspired 
artisans and farmers of the 3faj(/t(wer, bat the age of fable in 
history is rapidly passing away. The present generation de- 
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mands Bomethiog other than storiea aboat Bomnlas and 
Bemas, Nama Pompiliua, or the Pilgrim Fathers. 

To aaderstand how they came to America, two facts have to 
be borne in mind : first, the position of the Netheriand Bepnblic, 
of which Holland was the leading state, when America was 
settled; and, second, the relations between the repablicana of 
Holland and the settlers of America. As to the first qaestioQ, 
we hare a host of witnesses led by snoh scholars aa Maoaulay, 
Hallam, Taine, and the late Tborold Bogers, professor of po- 
litical ecoDomy at Oxford. Taine says that when America was 
settled Holland led the rest of Earope in i^eneral civilixation 
by aboat two centuries. Rogers says that "the revolt of the 
Netherlands and the saocess of Holland is the beginning of 
modem political science and of modem civilization." 

As to the second question, we have to go for its comprehen- 
sion far onteide the works of American historians. They tell 
as simply that the Pilgrim Fathers resided for 12 years in 
Holland, bat as to what they saw or learned there we are left 
in ignorance. They say nothing of the feet that over 50,000 
liTetherland reftigees, driven from their homes by the persecn- 
tions of Philip the Second, settled in the counties of England 
firom which Xew England drew its colonists. IiTor do they 
mention the fact that Soger Williams derived all bis libera) 
ideas fix>m Holland, that Connecticut, vhieh has been well 
called the *' typical American Oommonwealth," was founded by 
men who came directly from Holland, bringing with them the 
institntionB of that ooantry, and that William Penn*8 mother 
was a Hollander, and that be took to Pennsylvania simply the 
ideas and institutions of his mother's land. 

Bearing these facts in mind we can understand how the 
written ballot came into the American Colonies. It was utterly 
unknown in England until 1872. In 1817 its introdnotiOD into 
that country was advocated by Jeremy BentUam, bat it was 
opposed by all the land owners and the other men who desired 
to know how their tenants or employes exercised their right 
of suffrage. The agitation went on for over 50 years, the ad- 
vocates of the reform constantly appealing to the example of 
the United States, bat until 1872 the English, after the manner 
of all rude nations, voted by show of hands or oral declaration. 

For the origin of the written ballot we have, as in the case 
ofmauyotberAmericaninstitationSjtogobacktoancientBome. 
It was used under the repablio, aud again nnder the empire 
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in tbe days of Trajan. Bat from tfaia time, as we are told hy 
moat writers, there comes a break of abont 1,500 years. We 
next bear of voting papers in the Salem Oharch in 1629; in the 
election of the governor of Maasaohttsetts Bay in 1631 or 1 635 ; 
in Connecticut, in 1639 ; shortly afterwards in Bhode Island ; 
in West Jersey in 1676 ; and in Pennsylvania in 1683. Thence 
the system has spread antil now the written or printed hallot 
is used in every one of the United States except Kentncby, 
where tbe old viva vooe system, derived from the Knglfsh tra- 
ditions ofVirgiuia, which only abolished itln 1864, still prevails. 
Standing alone, this institation mlftht possibly be regarded as 
an invention of oai Paritan ancestors. But it is in fact only 
a type of American institations. In 1616, fonr years before 
the Pilgrim Fathers left Leyden, there was pabliabed in that 
city a book describing the religions and political institntions 
of Bast Friesland. In this book there is given an aoconnt of 
tbe mode of electing magistrates in the city of Emden, a city 
which was always the headqaarters of English Protestants, 
one in which some of the Pilgrim Fathers fonnd their home, 
and tbe city where William Penn resided before coming to 
America. 

There the magistrates, elected for a year, were chosen by a 
written ballot. Tbe electors gathered in the town hall, and 
alter a prayer, each oue in turn retired to a table and wrote 
down on a slip of paper the names of bis candidates. Then 
rolling ap bis ballot he deposited it in a wooden box, with a 
bottle-shaped mouth, the apertnre of which was just large 
enough to admit tbe hand. All having voted, the president 
of the ooaneil drew oat the ballots one by one, read them off 
to the secretary, and, after a reading of the tally-sheet, tbe 
biUlota were consigned to the flames. In view of this accoont 
of a mode of votJng, whieh was common in other cities, taken 
in connection with the fiiot that tbis system was introduced 
solely into the American colonies which were snbjected to an 
influence f^m the Ketherlands, we need ask no farther how 
tbe written baUot came into the United States.*

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AVIRGINIA BILL OF ATTAINDER. THE CASE OF JOSIAH PHILIPS. 

iABBTRAOT.)

Josiflh Philips was a laborer of Princeas Anne Ooatity, who 
for three yeara (1775-78) headed a formidable band of robbers 
in his native coanty. He helped Lord Daomore and practiced 
great craelty upon the inhabitants. Varioas attempts were 
made to eaptare him — one of which sacceeded, but he Boon 
made his escape. Matters came to such a pass that Governor 
Patrick Henrj- had to call Thomas Jefferson into conBnltatiOD 
as to the bectt method of patting Philips down. Both agreed 
opon a bill of attainder. Snch a bill was accordingly drawn 
np by Jefferson and pressed rapidly through the legislature. 
The original of the bill in Jefferson's handwriting is still in 
the capitol at Richmond. 

Shortly after, Philips was oanght; bat, in direct violation 
of the provisions of the bill of attainder, was pat on trial for 
robbery, found guilty, and ezecated (1778). 

Ten years later, in the Virginia convention of 1788, Edmand 
Bandolph, who had been attorney-general at the time of the 
tnal, charged the Virginia legislatare with having by its bill 
of attainder practically mnrdered Josiah Philips. Patrick 
Henry, who had agreed to the measare, defended the legisla- 
tare lor passing the bill, but forgot to mentioD the obvious 
and telling facttfaat Philips was not ezecated under it. Other 
members, who should have known the particulars, spoke about 
the ease, but all misrepresented the facts. 

[Here Mr. Hoar's question as to the reliability of the reports 
of the convention applies. It was shown in reply that the case 
was alluded to on several separate days, and that it was impos* 
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aible for the reporter to have contlnaally and conBistently mis- 
represented the tenor of the debate.] 

The case was not brought forward again nntU 1803, when 
Jadge Tucker, in hia edition of Blaokstone, cited it as an ex- 
ample of the coarageof the Virginia jadiciary in Betting aside 
a legislative act that appeared to them nncoustitational. 
Jadf^e Tacker's vievs, together with the oontraiy statements 
of Edmnnd Bandolph and Thomas Jefferson, were then con- 
sidered. A brief review was given of the early cases in which 
a State judiciary had set aside legislative enactments, and the 
conolnsion was reached that it was not probable that the Vir- 
ginia judges took this step in the Philips case. It was held 
rather that they probably expressed their nnwiUingness to 
condemn Philips ander the act of attainder, bat did not di- 
rectly refuse so to do, and that the attorney-general, fearing 
that his prisoner might escape, indicted him at common law. 
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AMENDMENTS TO THE CONSTITUTION OF THE UNITED STATES.

Tbe paper opened with a review of the actual ases which 
have been made of the different methods of amendment pro- 
vided for in the United States Oonstitntion. It next passed 
to a consideration of the eabject proper, namely, the amend- 
ments proposed to the ConstitatioD. 

Upward of thirteen hutidred reeolottons containing over 
Beventeen hcndred propositions to amend the Constitution 
have been offered ia the National Legislature down to the close 
of the Fiftieth Congress in Uaroh, 1889. These naturally fyil 
into four periods. 

The first period, embracing the years 1789-1803, and aiming 
at perfection of detail ; 

The second period, ioclading tbe years 1803-1860, and cov- 
ering general alterations ; 

Tbe third period, comprising tbe years 1860-1870, and relat- 
ing to slavery and reconstraction ; and 

The fonrth period, from 1870-1889, and proposing general 
amendatioD. 

The general characteristics of each period considered. 

Tbe first period is characterized by the passage of the first 
ten amendments, and the eleventh and twelfth, intended to 
correct the minor defects in the Oonstitntion. The twelfth 
amendment did not allay the dissatisfaction with the electoral 
system, as is shown by tbe fact that more amendments have 
been proposed on that subject than on any other. 

In the second period were introduced upward of four hondred 
amendmeotB,coveriDgawidefieIdofsabjecta. Propositions con- 
templsdng minor changes in the form of government were the 
most Dnmerong. This being the period of conflict between the 
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broad and Btrict coDBtructioniBte, it is characterized by many at- 
tempts to coDfirm or prohibit by amendment practices estab- 
lished by onstom. A closer examination of the scattered prop- 
ositions show that they are indices of the political straggles 
of the time. The most remarkable fact of the period is that 
not one of the amendments proposed daring these 58 years be- 
came a pari; of the OonstitntioD. Six passed the Senate, in 
addition one only, on titles of nobility, received the sanction 
of both branches of OongreBs. 

At the beginning of the third period an avalanche of prop- 
ositions fell upon Congress, nearly all dealing with some phase 
of the slavery qaestion. The political and social changes 
brought aboDt by the war had presented a new set of qaes- 
tions, so that the amendments relating to the legal status of 
the individnal, which previously had been of the least, now 
became of the greatest, importance. In this period the qaes- 
tion of amendment received the most serioos attention of Con- 
gress ; hence it was most prodactive of results. Besides the 
thirteenth, fourteenth, and fifteenth amendments, and the 
Oorwiu Amendment passed in 1861, four amendments received 
the sanction of one House. 

The twenty years which form the foarth period are character- 
ized by about four hundred attempts to substantially alter the 
Constitution in almost every particular. Two classes command 
attention, the one involving changes in the form of government, 
the other in its powers. Only four of these received the ap- 
proval of one House. 

In snmmariziag the results of the four periods we find that 
besides the fifteen amendments, now a part of the Constitution, 
only four have been proposed by Congress to the States for 
ratification. In addition eighteen have passed one House of 
the National Legislature. Nothing of strength has been added 
to the Constitution by amendment, except in the case of the 
recoDStruetion amendments, and these were carried only after 
a civil war. Certainly the method is not sndSciently facile to 
meet our wants. Thecause of the difficulty is, to use the words 
of Chief Jastice Marshall, that " the machinery of procuring 
amendment is unwieldy and cumbrous.' 
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CONGRESSIONAL DEMANDS UPON THE EXECUTIVE FOR INFOR- 
HATiOH.

Six times in the histoir of the United States the national 
Ezecntire has refused demands for information made npon it by 
the National Legislatnre — once in WashingtoD's administration, 
OQoe in Jackson's, twice in Tylei's, once in Polk's, and once In 
Oleyelaad's. 

These demands vere snpported on two groands : Mrst, that 
the information was essential in order that Congress might 
legislate anderstandingly, and secondly, that the right of im- 
peachment, to be eflective, most confer on Congress the power 
to compel the executive to disclose any facts in his possession. 

The zefosals were snpported on fonr grounds : First, that 
public interest wonld be injnred by the disolosnres called for. 
Second, that the communications were private. Third, that 
private indiridoals would be uignstly implicated by a reply. 
Fourth, that in some of the cases the information called for 
was not germane to any legislative purpose. 

As a matter of principle Congress shonid be given any infor- 
mation in the ezecative department which is needed, either as 
an aid to legislation or for the prosecution of an impeachment, 
but this right of Congress must be exercised with a due regard 
to Ehe public interests and the rights of individuals. 

But, although Congress may have, nnder certain oironm- 
stances, the right to executive information, it has not the 
power to compel the Executive to transmit the information. 
The power can not be derived from the right to try impeach- 
ments, for there is nothing T« give Congress at such a time 
greater power than a court would have, and oonrts can not com- 
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pel tlie ezecative officers of a State or natioc to testify when 
in the discretion of snofa an officer compliaace wonld be detri- 
mental to public interests. 

For a similar reason the power of Congress over legislative 
witneeses does not apply in the present case. 

Back of all reasons is the £aot that since the ezecative and 
legislative departments are ooerdinate and independent, Con- 
gress can not, withont a resort to arms, compel the President 
to fiimish infiDnnation.

RESPONSIBLE GOVERNMENT IN CANADA. 

iJ-SSTRSOT.)

The principal object of this paper is to compare the methods 
of cabinet goTemmeitt in Canada with the system in practice 
in the United States. In the Dominion and in the Proviaces 
the responsibility of the advisers of the heads of the execntiTe 
aathority {the governor-geDeral, representiDg the Qneeu, and 
the lieateDsnt-gOTemnrs) to the representatives of the people 
in tbe central parliament and in the provincial legislatares is 
fully established and carried out in conformity with the prin- 
ciples of parliamentary government. Experience showB that 
tboee constitations which are the most flexible are the strong- 
est. In England the constitntion is virtaally unwritten, and, 
though Canada works under a written federal ooostitation, the 
foct that the best features of British political development are 
Inoorporated with the political life of Canada is proof of the 
practical flexibility of Uie constitntion of the Dominion. 

Where the American system is strong it follows the Buglish 
liDea; where It is weak it is because of its inherent rigidity. 
Under the British or Canadian system the govemor-gener^ 
his cabinet, and the legislature must act in harmony, while in 
the United States the Preudent and hia Cabinet, on tbe one 
hand, and the Congress, on the other, may be at war. tn Can- 
ada the premier and his colleagues are immediately responsible 
for the generaloonduutof administration and legislation; they 
are bound to have a definite policy upon every matter of grave 
public interest, and even in private legislation it is their duty 
to protect the public ioterests. Under the American system 
committees do practically all the work, yet can have neithw 
the authority nor the respoosibility of the cabinet in England 
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or Caoada. llie premier having to lead the House, the speaker 
of the Hoaee of Commons can afford to lay aside party spirit 
and give his decision solely on the merits of the case. 

In the TJnit«d States the Speaker of the Honse of Bepte- 
sentatives most become a party leader; thns he loses weight 
as an impartial pablio officer — primarily and necessarily his 
doty. An able paper by Dr. Freeman Snow in the last volome 
of the American Historical Association is discussed. Dr. 
Snow argues that responsible government is incompatible with 
a federal system and a written coustitntion, and that onder it 
less interest is taken by the people in public afEkira than under 
the American system. He has ignored the fact that Canada 
has both a federal system and a written constitution, with a 
most Bucoeesful system of responsible government. As to the 
other points, it is obvions that when the &te of a ministry and 
ite policy may depend upon a debate in Parliament, the peo- 
ple naturally follow the disonssions with the deepest interest, 
and that when each elector knows that he is making his vote 
at the polls tell fora certain course of executive and legislative 
policy which must be at once inaugurated if the m^ority de- 
clared for it, he would naturally take a keener interest in pahlie 
affairs generally. Contrast this system with that of the United 
States, where the citizens vote at one time for Oongress, at 
another for President, well knowing that neither may have any 
control upon the other. The people voted the other day against 
the McKinley bill, and yet it would probably remain in the 
BtatntA book because the Senate wonld be nnchangeable for 
years. 

Against the opinion of Dr. Snow on various points are cited 
the opinions of Woodrow Wilson, Bagehot Bryce, Denslow, 
Taylor, Story, and other able pnbliciste and statesmen who 
have studied the American system in theory and practice. To 
introduce Canadian responsible government, it is admitted, 
would require radical constitntional changes, but the Swiss 
system is easy of application to the United States. In concla- 
siou, the paper shows how many reasons Canadians have for 
satisfaction that they live under so excellent a form of gov- 
ernment. 
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BILLS OF RIGHTS IK STATE CONSTITUTIONS. 

iABBTRACT.)

At prior meetiags of the assooiatioD there has been refereDce 
to declarations or bills of rights as embodied in the constita- 
tioDS of varioas States. The writer of this paper remembers 
an interesting discussion between two of the honored members 
of the association as to the effect legally of sach declarations 
or bills of rights. It was contended on one side that these bills 
of rights are self operative ; and on the other, that they require 
legislative action to render them efficient. This discnssion 
snggested an interesting research, the results of which have 
grown as the investigation has proceeded until what was in- 
tended to be a brief paper has assumed proportions nearer that 
of a treatise or monograph. It was fonnd to be impracticable 
to exhaust the topic and to so condense the statement of it as 
to permit its presentation at this meeting. 

It is purposed to treat the subject as follows : 

(1) To consider the origin, in a general way, of bills of rights 
as embodied in State constitutions, to show their purpose, and 
to explain their absence from the Constitution of the United 
States. 

(2) To name the different State constitutions in which they 
are to be fonnd ; to gronp together those enunciating particular 
principles, rights, or duties; and to analyze the variations 
fonnd in them, and to discriminate between them. 

(3) To show what are self operative and what require legis- 
lative action to render them efficient, and in this connection to 
refer to the Judicial decisions of the various States based upon 
them. 

It is, perhaps, not improper to give a brief illustration or 
two of the method of treatment proposed. 
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Taking, for instance, " the right to bear arms," ve And that 
article xvn of the declaration prefixed to the coostitotion of 
MassachnsettB, adopted in 1780, asserts that " the people have 
a right to keep and to bear arms for thecommoa defense." The 
second amendment to the GonstitatioD of the United States 
(proposed in 1789 and ratified in 1789, 1790, and 1791), provides 
that " a vell-regalated militia being necessary to the secority 
of a free State, the right of the people to keep and bear arms 
shall not be ioftinged." Section 17, article i, of the Connec- 
ticat constitution of 1818 declares that " every citizen has a 
right to bear arms in defense of himself and the State." 

It will be seen at a glance that there may be restrictions of 
the broad "right to bear arms" which vonld be consonant 
with the fandamental law of the United States or of Massachu- 
setts that would not be permissible under the faadamental 
law of Oonnecticat. In other words that a law against the car- 
rying of concealed weapons in MassachaHetts or the District of 
Colnmbia might beconHtmed by the conrts on groanda which 
woatd not apply to a similar act, if snch existed, in Connecti- 
cat. 

An illustration of a declaration of right that operates propria 
vigore maybe found in article 2i of the declaration of rights 
prefixed to the Maryland constitution in 1861, which is : "That 
hereafter, in this State, there shall be neither slavery nor in- 
volantaiy servitude, except in puaishmeut of crime, whereof 
the party shall have been duly convicted; and all persons 
held to service or labor as slaves are hereby declared f^ree." 
There can be no question about the efifect of the last clause 
of this article; no legislation and no judicial construction 
(snch as abolished slavery in Massachusetts) can add to It or 
detract fh)m it. It is a fair, square, direct, and instantaneous 
abolition of slavery. 

There is a provision in the first Maryland bill of rigbta, 1776, 
appearing also in the declarations Hubsequently adopted with 
later oonstitationB " that, in all criminal prosecutions every 
man hath a right to be informed of the accusation against him; 
to have a copy of the indictment or charge in due time (if re- 
quired) to prepare for his defense," etc. One would suppose 
that this meant that where the Maryland law prevailed the de- 
fendant iu a criminal prosecntion could demand, as of right and 
without paying for it, a copy of the indictment against him. 
He would find, however, if he attempted (as a client of the 
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writer did) to do this in ttie Distariot of Golnmbia, in wtiich the 
proviBion referred to is still in force, that he was mistaken, and 
that he oonld only obtain sach a copy, no matter how poor he 
might be nor how volaminoas the indictment might be, by pay- 
ing for it, nnleaa the iadictment were for a capital offense; 
then a statate of the United States wonid eome to his aid. Bat 
for all other olaases of crime the enactment of means to gratify 
the beneficence of the article of rights has been omitted. 

Recalling the article cited from the Maryland bill of rights 
of 1864 in respect to slavery aa a type of the aelf-operative 
deoIaratioD of rights, we find in the bill of rights adopted by 
the same State (Maryland) in its constitntion of 1867, in re- 
spect to the same subject-matter, a striking example of a "deo- 
laration" that enonciatea a political principle requiring legisla- 
tion to enforce. The declaration of 1864 was that *' all persons 
held to service or labor as slaves are hereby declared free." 
The article of 1867 is, "slavery shall not be regatabliahed in 
this State; bnt having been abolished nnder the policy and 
anthority of the United States, compensation, in consideratioa 
thereof, is doe from die United States." It is submitted that 
this is a coospienoos instance of the enunciation in a bill of 
rights of a politioal dogma which, to have any practical effect, 
demands a great deal of legislation. It illustrates also what 
will be treated in the complete paper, the modiflcatioo of dec- 
larations of rights aoder the infloenoe of ohaoged public con- 
ditions and sentiments.*

The anthor reviewed the diBcnasion in the Federal coDven- 
tion QpOQ the cooBtitntional provision reBtrictiDg the orig- 
ination of money bills to the House of Bepresentadvea. The 
proTlsioii was mainly the result of a oompromifie, bat in bo far 
as it was regarded as a great oonstitntional prinoiple, its inser- 
tion in the Oonstitntion was intended to strengthen the power 
of tlie HoDse and to weaken that of the Senate. 

The conflict between the EzecotlTe and the Hoose of Bepre- 
eentatives over qaestions of policy tnmed npon qnestions of 
financial control. Gallatin snoceeded in compelling tlie Becre> 
tary of the Treasnry to mabe regnlar reports, and the contest 
closed for the time being with the appointment of the first 
regolar standing Committee of Wajs and Means. The reason 
for the attempt of the Senate to originate general appropriation 
bills in 1865-'56 is found in the fact that the Senate and the 
Hoase were at variance with regard to a great qaestion of 
national policy, i. e. the Kansas-Nebraska agitation.

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THE YAZOO LAND COMPANIES. 

UBSTRACT.)

Oeorf^a, at tbe close of tbe Bevolatioti, claimed the region 
Dorth of the thirty-first parallel which is now inclnded iD the 
States of Alabama and Mississippi. This territory, called from 
one of its most imiMrtant rivers the Yazoo territory, was the 
field of two great land speculations. The first specnlatioo, iu 
1789, involving among other things the foanding of a colony 
independent of the United States and dominated by Spain, 
&iled, chiefly throogb the vigilance of the Federal authorities. 
In 1795 the State legislature sold more than half of later Ala- 
bama and Mississippi for (500,000 to four great land companies. 
The announcement that with one exception every member who 
voted for this act was a shareholder in one or more of the 
companies prodaced great popular excitement, and the sale 
was declared void by the next legislature ; not, however, before 
most of the original purchasers had disposed of their lands. 

The cession by Georgia of her western territory to the United 
States in 1802 gave to Congress the task of settling with the new 
claimants. The claims were supported by Madison and the 
northern Democrats and violently resisted by John Bandolph, 
who saw in them executive interference, legislative corruption, 
and an attack upon State sovereignty. The division thus occa- 
sioned was the first split in the Democratic party. Randolph 
succeeded in preventing any action upon the claims until their 
validity had been affirmed by the Supreme Oonrt in the case 
of Fletcher vs. Peck, a decision of much importance, since in it, 
rather than in the more famous Dartmouth College case, is to 
foe fonnd the origin of the present interpretation of the law of 
pablic contracts. The final compromise of tbe claims in 1814 
was nnqnestionably expedient, but by reason of t)je long delay 
mochof the appropriation went, not to tbe defranded claimants, 
but to those who had purchased from them at a discount

STATE ACTIVITIES AND POLITICS.

In this paper Mr. Willonghby drev attentioii to a phase in 
the adminiatratioa of State goTerDments which has made its 
appearance mainly since the close of the recent war. The 
States have vithin recent yeurs extended their activities to a 
lemarkablo extent along the line of the creation of separate 
commissioDers or boards, each with a special olasa of adminis- 
trative or SQpervisory duties to perform. Thirty States have 
created State boards of health. Fifteen States have State 
boards of charity. Tventy-five States have boards of railway 
oommissioners, to look after the interests of the people in rail- 
way corporations. Banking commissionera have been created 
in ten States. Seventeen States maintain agricnltural exper- 
iment stations, in addition to those sapported hy the Qeneral 
Government. Over twenty States look after their fishery in- 
terests thioagh fish commissions. State geologists and bota- 
nists investigate the mineralogical and botanical resonrces of 
the country. Inpectors and factories in nine States, and in- 
spectors of mines in many others, enforce sanitary and labor 
legislation. In twenty-three States State bnreans of labor col- 
lect statistics throwing light on the conditions of labor and 
industry. 

In like manner was shown how boards and commissions 
have been created having charge of many other snch duties as 
insnrance, prisons, forestry, agriculture, education, etc. 

A consideration of the dates of the assumption of these 
daties by the States illustrates the increasing tendency of the 
States in these directions. In 1869 boards of health existed 
only in important seaport towns. So State had a State board 
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of health. The first experimental station was created in 
Cionnecticnt in 1875. The first bnreaa of labor was organized 
in 1869 in MassaohnsettB, etc With bat few exceptions all of 
the new fnoctions have been assumed since the close of the 
war. Hany more dattes have been assumed in the seventies 
than in the sixties, and a still greater nnmber in the eighties 
than in the seventies. 

Especial attention was directed to the methods which the 
States have adopted for the administration of these functions. 
The object of the States has been accomplished by the crea- 
tion of special bareaas or departments, or in some cases boards 
or commisenoners, each concerned with some particalar class 
of daties. These btireans or boards are organized on bnatness 
principles and are parely administrative. That which for- 
merly, if ondertaken at all, was referred to some ex officio 
officer or a committee of the legislatnre, with changing per- 
sonnel and no technical skill for the work, is now referred to a 
permanent bnreaa with a trained head and assistants who 
give their constant attention to their daties and make annaal 
methodical investigations and reports. 

A great advance in administrative methods is found in the 
creation of these departments. The superiority of this plan of 
government is manifest. Its advantages lie both in the better 
administration of laws that are enacted nnd in the provision 
of more certain grounds for faturo legislation through their 
investigations, reports, and recommendations. The custom of 
originating bills in the bureaus and departments is increas- 
ing, and has been followed by the best results. State boards 
and commissioners have thus become effective powers in legis- 
lation, and through their agency are enacted laws that are 
rational and Bait«d to the ends in view. 

The efliciency of these bnreans is farther increased by the 
holding of annual conventions of the chiefs of similar bnreans 
of the different States, at which experiences and past labors 
are compared, lines of mutual work agreed apou, and legisla- 
tion rendered more uniform in the several States. Some atten- 
tion was also given by the author to the service performed by 
these bnreans if the education of the people and the diffusion 
of knowledge. The bearing which this extension of activities 
on the port of the States has on tbe question of the decay of 
State government was commented upon. 
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SLAVERY IN HEW YORK-THE STATUS OF THE SLAVE UNDER 
THE ENGLISH COLONIAL GOVERNMENT.

Slavery existed id New York during the Engliah occnpatiou 
as a resQlt of birth, purchase, or poDishment for crime. Slaves 
were classed into negroes, Indians, and whites. Of these 
negroes were most nnmeroQS. Indians were classed as a role 
with negroes. Whites, on the contrary, were treated apart. 
They are the least known and most interesting of all slaves. 

Since the majority of slaves were either negroes or Indians, 
most servile laws relate to them. Their position before the 
law can be readily defined. By an act of 1702, masters were 
allowed to punish them " for their crimes and offenses at dis- 
cretion." A stave, guilty of petty larceny under £5, saffered 
corporal panishment In 171U Heruiaine Fisher declared his 
negro, York, guilty of stealing 6d., had been sentenced to be 
whipped aronnd Albany. 

A few legal privileges, however, pertained to the slave. 
Bail coold be given by a master for his slave's appearance, and 
for so serious an offense as murder. Though even freedmeo 
were forbidden to bold any " lands, tenements, or heredita- 
ments," the like restriction was not laid on otber kinds of prop- 
erty. Sam, late negro slave of George Ifortoo, deceased, com- 
plained to the governor that a certain Wilson detained money 
and a negro, willed him by Norton. 

Negroes and Indiana were looked upon by our enlightened 
ancestors as chUdren of the devil, and efforts w«re early made 
to Christianize them. The " Duke's laws," of 1601, made some 
provisions for this object. The task provtHl difflcalt. Lord 
Bellemont wrote in 169^, " The bill for facilitating the conver- 
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sioB of Indians and negroes would not go down with the as- 
sembly, they having a notion the negroes being converted to 
Christiauity would emancipate them from their slavery." When 
an act to enooarage the baptism of slaves was finally passed it 
distinctly stated the baptism of a slave should not set him free. 

The main interest of the slave code, however, tarns on the 
regnlationa to prevent conspiracy. The fear of servile risings 
was constantly in the thonghte of oar forefathers. Their sav- 
age legislation governing slave life is only intelligible in the 
light of this fact. In 1702 it was ordered that not more than 
three slaves were to meet withoat their master's permission. 
They were not to go armed on penalty of receiving ten lashes 
at the whipping-poat. So person withoat a masteHs consent 
was to employ, conceal, or entertain other men's slaves. Sev- 
eral city ordinances reinforced this act The corporation of 
New York forbade any slave above 14 years to appear after 
dark in the streets withoat a lantern and lighted candla It 
was also nnlawfoi to gamble, to drive a cart, to dig oysters in 
the summer mouths, or to sell frnit. 

Indian slavery pricked the conscience of the anthorities. In 
1680 the governor and coancil resolved: "All Indians here 
have been and are free, except snch as have been broogbt from 
the bay or foreign ports." Bnt this resolve, if pat in force at 
all, appears ere long to have become a dead letter. 

Whiteslavery and theapprenticesystemwereso closely linked 
it is di£Qcalt to separate them. White slaves were, as a rule, 
either criminals reprieved iVom imprisonment at home to bond- 
service in America, or emigrants who served out the price of 
their passage advanced by a shipmaster. In the first class 
Mis the case of a Scotchman, wbo, about 1700, for buming a 
Bible, was sold as a servant to New York. Under the second is a 
Frenchwoman, wbo agreed to pay £8 for the passage of herself 
and fonr ohildren from London to New York. If sheconlduot 
procure the money in 6 weeks after landing her ohildren were 
to be at the shipmaster's command, to be sold at his pleasure. 

White criminals were sold also from New York to the West 
Indies. In 1669 Governor Lovelace ordered Marcus Jacobson 
to be sold a servant to Barbados. He had been tried by a 
special commission and sentenced to death, bnt this sentence 
was softened to whipping, branding, imprisonment, transporta- 
tion, and slavery. 
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SLAVERY IN THE DISTRICT OF COLUMBIA.-THE POLICY OF 
CONGRESS AND THE STRUGGLE FOR ABOLITION.

In the choice of the seat of GoTernment slavery played do 
part. Yii^niaDB hoped to gain flaandal advantages from a 
soDthern location, and to win a few Soathero votes on assnmp- 
tioQ tiie capital was given to the Soath. While the legislation 
fbr the Federal District was affected hy the character of the in- 
Btitntions in the adjacent States, there ia no reason for believing 
that legislation on other snbjecta or on slavery in general shows 
the infiaesce of the Soathera snrronndings of Oongress. It 
has been asserted that the existence of slavery in the District 
rendered the Government incapable of resisting the enoioaoh- 
menta of the Sonthem system. There is no proof of this, bat 
it is most certain that tbe fear of ofieodiDg slaveholders and 
endangering the Union prevented Oongress from legislating 
properly on slavery in the District. 

The first act passed for the government of the Federal Dis- 
trict, in 1801, declared that the laws of Maryland ap to Decem- 
ber 1, 1800, should remain in force in the oonnty north and 
those of Virginia in the oonnty soath of the Potomac. This 
was one of the worst of the meaanres passed. The task ofgov- 
emmeot was rendered a difScalt one for Oongress, and the 
people were restless and dissatisfied. Betrocession of the two 
connties to their respective States, the establishment of a local 
government and representation of the District in Oongress, 
were some of the remedies discassed. The bitterest complaints 
were against the laws, and several nnsnccessfnl attempts were 
made to prepare and adopt a nniform system. The faolt of 
Oongress lay less in making a mistake in its first measure of 
government than in neglecting to remedy that mistake when it 
was discovered. On the whole, mnoh time and money were 
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Spent in legielatiDg for the District. But matters of impor- 
tance that promised to involve care and diaeussioa were as 
far as possible avoided. This is tnie not merely in relation 
to the slavery qnestion bnt in relation to other qaestioDS. 

The law in Maryland against ranaways led to the practice of 
selling, for imprisonment charges, all unclaimed negroes taken 
np as ranaways. The same practice was followed in Washing- 
ton Coanty. The Committee of the District of Columbia in 1S27 
though denying the practice reported a bill to amend this law. 
It was left on the table, however, and another, reported in 
1828, failed for the same reason. It is evident that some free 
negroes were sold into slavery nnder this law, though the ex- 
tent to which the wrong was carried can not be known. Prob- 
ably the local magistrates were careless in committing as run- 
aways peraons not proved to be snoh. The stealing of free 
persons, or persons bound to service for a term of years, was 
also very common, and was unchecked by law till 1831. The 
slave trade was carried on extensively in the Dislriet till 1350. 

Though many leading men in Virginia and Maryland were 
opposed to slavery, they believed it woald die out, and adopted 
no plan for its abolition. The earliest movement towards aboli- 
tion in the District of Golnmbia was made in 1806. The first 
attempt at systematic work against slavery in the District 
began as early as 1816. The next year a pamphlet by Jesse 
Torrey gives some attention to the subject, and " The Philan- 
thropist" urges the petitioning of Congress for its abolition. 
A resolution in the House, apparently nof; adopted, asks that 
Bhives be excluded fW>m labor on the public works This small 
matter, however, is soon overshadowed by the great Missouri 
struggle. Again, about 1824, the question was revived. In 
1826 Mr. Miuer introduced a resolution that if the committee 
"are of the oiiinion that the public interest will be promoted 
thereby," they report a bill lor gradual abolition, andfor restric- 
tion of the slave trade in the District of Columbia. The reso- 
lution was negatived. February 12, 1827, a memorial from 
citizens of Baltimore was introduced, asking for abolition in the 
District for the example it would afford the States. The f^t 
that it expressed thehopeof influencing the slaveStates aroused 
suspicion of the purpose of the petitioners. But the strongest 
desire on the part of both Northern and Southern members 
seems to have been to avoid the discussion of an exciting sub- 
ject. It was stated by one or two Southerners that if the people 
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of the District wished abolition it would be granted them. In 
1S28 a petition signed by a tlioosand inliabitants of the District 
was presented and referred to the committee. Kotbing came 
of it. A great many petitions were presented in this year. 

The next year Mr. Miner offered resolutions the preamble of 
which set forth the condition of the slavery system in the 
District. The resolutions moved that the committee inquire 
into the statements made in the preamble, and report on the 
law in the District, and also inqnire into the expediency of pro- 
viding for gradual abolition. The preamble was lost ; the res- 
olutions were adopted. The committee reported a bill for the 
amendment of the laws. In the debate on these resolutions 
it is asserted for the first time that Maryland and Virginia 
would not have ceded the two counties to the Government if 
they had thought there was any dangw of abolition in the Dis- 
trict. The committee reporting on these resolutious urge, tbr 
the first time also, the harmony of the Union as a reason for 
supporting or opposing any District measuie. 



REMARKS BY WILLIAM BIRNEY ON HISS TREHAIN'S PAPER. 

The subject chosen by Miss Tremain is one of uncommon 
difBcnlty of treatment. Abolitiou in the District was not the 
result of local inSnences,bnt of national politics ; and its causes 
were of wide range. The facts of slavery were distorted iu the 
fierce controrersies that began in 1836 and preceded the civil 
war, aud nearly all subsequent biBtorians saw them through 
the mists of passion and ooofiict. The most important errors 
into which recent writers have fallen may l>e enameruted as 
follows : 

(1) That the National Oonstitution was a compromise between 
six free and seven slave States, and guaranteed the perpetuity 
of slavery. 

(2) That the clause prohibiting the States fttim making laws 
discharging fugitives from service or labor was such a guar- 
anty. 

(3) That, in their respective cessions of territory for the seat 
of the National Government, Maryland aud Virginia relied 
upon a pledge of the United Stat«8 not to abolish slavery in 
the District of Columbia. 
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(4) Tbat tbe slave power, as aa organized and aggreasive 
political force, existed from and after 1787. 

(5) That the Committ«e on the District of Oolambia had been 
oonstitnted prior to 1835, aa veil 08 after that date, by the 
Speaker of the House, vith a view to maintain slavery. 

(6) That the citazens of the District had always been opposed 
to the abolition of slavery. 

These errors are grave. Sach of them as relate to oonstita- 
tional gnarantees as tlie resnlt of oompromiae between almost 
evenly balanced iree and slave States disappear at once before 
the etnbbom fast that np to 1789 there was bat oae &ee State, 
Hassaebosetta, and in that one slavery had not been abolished 
by statute and had in some cases a practical existence. The 
Bopposed parties to acompromisegaaranty were created after 
1835 by the imaginations of heated partisans. 

The fagitive-from-service clanse of the Oonstitotion can be 
properly interpreted by none except those who will forget the 
excitement caused after 183S and 1S50 by fngitive-slave laws 
and enter fully into the spirit of the people in 1787. The facts 
show that about the time of the formation of the Constitution 
leading statesmen attached great importance to making ftee- 
dom national and to the gradual abolition of slavery after 1808, 
bat vei? little importance to a fiigitive-from-service clause, 
which was regarded as of temporary nature, except in its ap- 
plication to contract laborers and to apprentices and inden- 
tured servants, both of which classes were numerous. Such a 
clause was inserted in the ordinance of 1787, which made free- 
dom the organic law forever of the great northwestern terri- 
tory ; and no legist has ever claimed that it guaranteed the 
perpetuity of any form of service obligation. Madison regarded 
freedom as the organic law of the N'ational Government. (See 
reference to his opinion in the foartfa cbaptorof Miss Tremain's 
essay.) The doctrine of slavery gnarantees was an invention 
of a laterday. The framers of the Constitution expected eman- 
cipation in some States and the gradual deperdition of slavery 
in all of them as the result of the provision looking to the pro- 
hibition in 1808 of the foreign slave trade. They did not fore- 
see the invention of the cotton giu. Virginia ceded the north- 
western territory for the building np of free States, and every 
Soathern man in Congress voted for the ordinance of 1787. 
But one member voted against it, and he was from the State 
of New York, which was then a slave State and remained so 
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DDtil in 1827, when it became a fi-ee State tbrongh the noble 
efforts of John Jay, William Jay, and their assooiatea. 

For the adoption by Congress in 1801 of the laws ofYirgioia 
and Maryland for the Dietrict, the easayiet finds an ezcnae in 
the difflcalty of improvising a single and new code. Sinety 
years have elapsed and no snch code has been iramed. The 
Don-ezolnsion of slavery from the District was a deplorable de- 
parture irom the letter and spirit oftheOonstitation and led to 
many others. Evidently the Oongress of 1801 did not foresee 
the reanlte of their hasty work. 

One of the most valnable parts of the essay is the gronping 
of the focts which fix in 1835 the beginning of the aggression 
of the slave power on the &ee principles of the Constitution, 
This change of tactics was dae in part to the emancipation in 
1831 of 800,000 slaves in the English West Indies, following 
hard upon the abolition of slavery in Mexico. These acts io 
territory oontigooas or nearly bo to the slave StatM were re- 
garded as a serions menace to slavery in them. 

The essayist's third chapter is full of painfiil interest. That 
sales of men, women, and children at pnblic anction should 
have been made for half a century in the capital of this Re- 
public, and that Tree men weresold Into slavery for jail fees, is 
a picture we may tnm with its face to the wall for the present. 

Jnatace is done by the essayist to the coDtinnons efforts from 
1806 to 1829 of the inhabitants of this District to free it from 
slavery and the slave trade. The anti-Btavery petition of 1828 
was signed by more than 1,000 citizens, inoloding merchants, 
councilmen, and all the judges of the local court. 

To Miss Tremain we are indebt«d for an able, impartial, and 
scholarly essay. It reflects credit not only on her, but on the 
University of Iowa, of whose historical seminary she ia a 
graduate. 
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RALEIGH'S SETTLEMEHTS ON ROANOKE ISLAHD-AN HISTOR- 
ICAL SURVIVAL.

After giving a brief historical account of the two efforts of 
Baleigh to plant a colony on Boanohe Islancl, Dr. Weeks said 
that op to the present time it has been believed that the oolony 
sent out in 1S87 under the command of John White either per- 
ished fh>m lack of provisions or -was massacred by the Indians, 
but recent investigations of the sabjeot lead ns to a ditTerent 
concloBion. It is now believed that the colony sent oat from 
England in 1587 did not perish, as has been supposed, bat that 
they moved to Croatan soon after the retam of Governor 
White to England; that they intermarried with the Croatan 
or Hatteras Indians ; that their wanderings towards the west 
canbedeflnitelytraced, and that their descendants can beidenti- 
fled to-day. When Qovemor White returned to Roanoke Island 
in 1591 be fonnd that the colonists had removed from that 
islandtoaplacecalled Croatan, which waathehomeof anlndian 
tribe who called themselves Hatteras, bnt were called by the 
white people Oroatan Indians. The colonists were seen no 
more by their English friends. An Indian tribe now living in 
Bobeson County, Xorth Carolina, and in adjacent sections of 
that State, and officially recognized by the ^tate as Croatan 
. Indians, are believed to be the lineal descendants of the colony 
of 1687. The arguments in favor of this hypothesis are drawn 
from the testimony of histonana and explorers and fh)m the 
traditions, character and disposition, language and family 
names of the Oroatan Indians themselves. Strachey, who was 
in Virginia as early as 1610, heard that the colonists of 1687 
were then in the region of the Chowan and Roanol:e Bivere. 
Smith in bis " True Relations " indicates that the colonists had

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joined the Groataos and romoved to the interior. John l^edero 
beard of them in 1670 aad remarked on their long; beards- 
wbich vere never worn b; Ml-blooded Indians. John Lawwp 
met some of the OroataoB about 1709 and wag told that their 
ancestors were white men. White men came into middle iNorth 
Carolina in 1715 and fbnnd the anoeetora of the present tribe 
of Croatans tilling the soil, holding slaves, and speaking Eng- 
lish ; the Croatans of to-day claim descent from the lost colony ; 
their habits and dispositions show traces of savage and civi- 
lized ancestry ; thef r language is the English of 300 years ago, 
and their names are in many cases the same as those borne b; 
the original colooistB. 
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THE POLITICAL IDEAS OF THE PURITANS. 

{ABBTRiOT.)

The earliest political theorlBte Id America were the Paritaa 
clergy and maffiBtrates of Kew England. So fiu* as Amerioao 
democracy is the ontgrowth of ideas, consciously formed and 
held, it owes its begiumngs to them. The great m^orlty of 
them believed in and advocated democracy; they labored for 
the establiahment of oommonwealtbB more or less democrat- 
ically organized. Where an aristocratic tendency is found, as 
in Massacbnsetts, it arose from a strong desire to preserve the 
parity of their religions faith, and from fear that it would be 
overthrown if political eqnality were established. Their theory 
of the origin of govern mest was that of aatoral right and social 
compact. The earliest Puritan theory of the relation of chnroh 
and state was the view which afSnued their organic connection 
for mntual support, though the truth was also recognized that 
their work la; in diftiBrent spheres. But within the Paritan 
left wing (Baptists, Antinomians, Levellers, etc.), owing largely 
to the pressure of persecution, the doctrine of the separation of 
church from state was developed, and with it that of tolerar- 
tioD. Boger Williams became the great American ezpoonder 
of this theory. 

The Puritans who came to lifew England were able to carry 
their democratic theory into practice. There they founded 
commonwealths without serious opposition. Their English 
brethren held the same views. They first, under the lead of 
the Presbyterians, transferred the supreme control of afEkirs 
from the monarch to the estates. Then the Levellers, or logical 
independents, took the lead in the army and brought the king 
to the block. But as soon as the commonwealth was estab- 
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lished it was Been that ideals could not be realized ; compro- 
mises mast be made. Thus, wbile PaiitaD theorists QODtianed 
to advocate a more extreme democracy and separation of 
church from state (UjlWii, Vane, Harrinston), Oromwell was 
f<n%ed to adopt a more or less reactionary oooise in order uot 
to defeat the experiment at the outset. Therefore, what the 
Kew England Paritans were able easily to aocompliah, those 
who remained in England were forced to abandon. Bat their 
ideas, combining with those of the liberal chnrohmen, sorrlTed. 
They found expression in John Locke, and were revived by the 
Massachuaetts leaders and by Boossean before the oatborat of 
the revolationary movement of the eighteenth centnry. 

What BOW is the origin of the democratic views which all Puri- 
tans more or less fully held f They sprang mainly from their 
dootrmes concerning chnrcb government These they derived 
from Calvin. He tanght democracy, or moderate aristocracy, 
in reference both to church and atate. From bim, and the 
Bible as interpreted by him, they derived the idea of the dem- 
ocratically organized chnrcb, its members boaod together by 
covenant This they expoanded and defended at great length. 
Oalvin also taught that all social activities shoald be broaght 
into harmony with the will of God, and made to subserve ec- 
olesiastical ends- Society should be transformed into a city of 
God. This doctrine, when folly adopted, as it was by Browne, 
Bobinson, Cotton, Hooker, Eliot, and the rest, begat in them 
the democratic spirit As was common during the period of 
the Boformation, they transferred their religions notions to the 
domain of politics. The idea of covenant gave the basis of a 
democratic theory of the origin of the state. 
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STATE HISTORICAL SOCIETIES.

Interest in the stndy of AmeTieaa history is oerti^ly in- 
creasing, and in the promotion of this stady the historical bo- 
ciety contribates no mean part. It is the point of attraction 
for those whose tastes are similar, and it gives opportanlties 
for the preparation of papers which often in a brief form em- 
body the results of maoh careful research. The maintenance 
of historical societies greatly depends npon the efforts and en- 
thusiasm of a few individaals, and the burden of responsibility 
nsoally rests with them. Although the stream does not rise 
higher than its source, yet the historical society reflects the 
growth of historic interest in the community which it repre- 
sents. 

When the fact is taken into consideration that many active 
OTganizations of this kind have no convenient place of meeting, 
it is wonderfiil to note the persistency of life which they main- 
tain. There are many encouraging featares, however, con- 
nected witb this work, not the least of which is the valuable 
aid rendered in some localities to the historical societies by the 
States where they exist. In some cases the government has 
promoted the objects of the society by causing to be published 
the original records of the State, or by an annual appropriation 
soiScient to meet its needs. 

General Darling then read the results of his investigations 
as to tiie records of different historical societies and their 
achievements. The names of the societies mentioned are here 
given: Maine Historical Society, incorporated in 1822; Kew 
Hampshire Society, incorporated prior to 1824, when its first 
volome of transactions was pablished; Vermont Society, 
Massachusetts Society, the American Antiquarian Society of 
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Worcester, Massaohaaetts, fonnded ia 1812 ; the Bbode Island 
Society, for which the state baa published ten valuable vol- 
nmes ; Historical Society of Kewport ; Oonnecticat Historical 
Society, for which the State has published fonrteen Tolomes ; 
Kew Torb Historical Society, organized in 1801, which began 
its pablicadons in 1811; the Long Island Society, which has a 
property Taln«d at more than $150,000; the Baffalo Society, 
fncoriwrated in 1863; the Ohantanqna Society of History, 
organized in 1883 ; the historical societies of Cayoga, Water- 
loo, and JetTerson Oonnlgr. 

Of the Oneida Historioal Society General Darling spoke as 
follows : " The Oneida Historioal Society, founded in 1S76, had 
for its first president Hon. Horatio Seymoar, who held the 
office until his decease, February 12, 1886. It has been the 
i^m of tills society to preserve the history of the locality 
where its field of labtn? lies, and the monuments at Fort Schuy- 
ler, Oriskasy, and Whitestown, as well as the publications of 
this socie^, show that it has done some good work." 

Mention was also made of several other Sew York societieB, 
after which the speaker referred to the New Jersey Society, 
the Pennsylvania, the Delaware, the Virginia, South Carolina, 
Georgia, Wisconsin, Iowa, Tennessee, Minnesota, Nebraska, 
md Oallfomia societies.

ORGANIZATION OF HISTORICAL MATERIAL. 

(ABSTRACT. )

A close aoalf ais of a vide range of faistorioal facts leads to 
the following coaclosions coaceming (he afttore of history : 

(1) That there are two sets of focta in history, one that^isez- 
temal and mora or loss accidental, and another that is tnternai 
and fandamental ; (2) that the first are man's deeds and the 
other his thought and feeling ; (3) that these deeds or events 
are the signs of the thoaghts and feelings of the people ; (4) that 
in history the stadent must regard events as a means to the 
anderstanding of thonght and feeling of the people as the end ; 
(5) that history deals with a people's thonght and feeling in the 
(Hrooeas of growth ; (6) that this growth obeys the laws of con* 
tinaity and differentiation } (7) that the anderstanding of his- 
tory requires the stadent to talie ideas as germs and trace them 
throngh all their stages and forma of evolation, tbns putting 
oontiaaous and i>arallel threads of thought through the entire 
subject; (8) that the growth of thought and feeling under the 
law of differentiation gives five well-marked phases, and that 
the law of continuity gives each of these phases a great center 
of life — for political ideas the government, for religions the 
church, for edacational and coltare inflnenoes the school, for 
industrial customs occupation, for social life the family ; (9) 
that these five institutions wiUi their accompanying thonght 
uid feeling are five great parallel lines that give linear eon- 
tinuity to the snbjeot of history ; (10) that the stndent mnst 
follow the growth of an idea till it is embodied, by law or ons- 
tom, in one or more institutions ; (11) that history is not confined 
to the study of politics in the ordinary sense of that term, but 
includes the entire institutional life of the people ; (12) that 
while the five sets of institutions with tiie life that centers 
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aroand them are widely diEFerentiated in many respects, yet 
they are so vitally coaaected that growth in one always affects 
the other; (13) that the life of a people, the thing bUtory deals 
with, is an organio whole, and that the student mast trace 
transverse, intrioat«, andmatoal aoUons and reactions, as well 
as linear lines of moTemeDt. 

The preceding discnssioa shows that the " Growth of Id- 
stitatioDal Ideas" is the fandamental notion in history, and 
henoe its organizing idea. The organizing idea of history has 
three fhnctious : [1) it interprets and integrates the events of 
history ; (2) it furnishes the standard for testing the relative 
valne of historical facts; (3) it gives the basis for the division 
of history into its organic parts. In the process of interpreta- 
tion and integration the mind discovers the same thoaght and 
feeling in a number of different events, and tbaa unites them 
in thought. By this process the student makes oar history into 
an intelligent whole by discovering that all its facts give ex- 
pression to a common idea — the growth of the people's thoaght 
and feeling. All the great facts of our history can be gives 
their true rank in the sabject— their proper co-ordination and 
aabordination, by finding oat how mach each foct contribated 
to the growth of institutional ideas. The event that contributed 
most to this growth and development is the event having the 
highest historical rank, and the one that contributed least 
holds lowest rank, while those that aided to the same extent 
hold co-ordinate rank. In obedience to the law of continuity, 
history presents no gaps in its course of development. Bat we 
find its phenomena subject to another great law, that of dif- 
ferentiation. It is the movement of institutions under this 
principle of life that enables us to find divisions in the line of 
growth. In the separation of the subject of history into its 
parts, perfect organization requires three things : (1) That the 
parts be discovered in the subject and not be invented and 
applied ; (2) that for any series of co-ordinate parts there must 
be but one basis of division ; f3) that the basis of division be 
the same as the basis of integration. This means that we 
must drop below the surface-play of events to the ** growth of 
institutional ideas," the organizing principle on which oar 
history as a whole is integrated, and ask what the great dif- 
ferentiating featnres of our institutional life are. The answer 
gives ns three great forms of development between 1607 and 
1800: (1) The growth of English ideas into local Institutions; 
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(2) the growth of local institutions into the form of a natioD ; 

(3) th« devetopnieiit of the spiritof natioDality. Itis now pro- 
posed to illustrate fUrtber the nature and process of organiza' 
tion by an application to the period of revolution aa a trhole 
and to some of its parts. 

The Revolution is the period that marbs the growth of 
thirteen isolated groups of inatitntione into the form of a na- 
tion. Guided by the law of continuity the student searches 
for the germsof this period far back in the precedingoue. The 
threads of colonial unity grew stronger under the following 
iufiaences: Common race, oommon commercial interests as 
against England, common dangers from French and Indians, 
common stmggles against the aggressions of crown officials. 
These facts are sufficient to prove that even in the period of 
local institutions and interests new impulses were beginning to 
differentiate themselves from the prevailing cbaracteriatics of 
the time. The real nature of the thought movement of this 
new period is foreshadowed in the lines of growth indicated. 
It was a movement from isolation to union. The movement 
was fairly under way when England gave a great impetus to 
it by attempting to break up the smuggling trade near the end 
of the French and Indian war. All the great events of the 
Bevolntion from the wnts of assistance to the constitutional 
oonventjon of 1787 touch this movement of union. The growth 
of this idea of union is the organizing principle of this period. 
It is the finding of this Idea of union in the aeriea of events 
called the Bevolntion that enables the student to see it as 
an organically related whole. Kot only this, bnt it is by means 
of this same idea that the multitude of facts are given histori- 
cal rank — are coSrdinated or subordinated. With this done 
the period is no longer a chaos of facts, but each one stands in 
the place assigned to it by its own historical significance. 

Bnt the general idea of union is too general for groups of 
focts smaller tban the period. For the sake of the organizing 
idea aa well aa for a more concrete content for individual facts 
the idea of union must be pushed out into all the shades of 
meaning that it took on in its proceaa of evolution. In obedi- 
ence to the principle of logical division and in harmony with 
the laws of hiatorical evolution we do this by diacovering dif- 
ferences in the aentiment of nnion. By examination two are 
found: nnion againatEngland dominating thought and feeling 
from 1760 to 1783, and union on domestic questions dominating 
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all qaeations toachiDg ttae relation of the States and the Gen- 
eral OoTernineDt ^m 1775 to 1779. These two Ideas of aoioD 
organize the two great coordinate phases of the BevolDtion, 
tJDion against England is therefore the common content of all 
the great events between 1760 and 1783. Whether we stad; 
the Massachusetts circalar letter, the coDTention of 1774, the 
Declaration of Independence, Washington's retreat throngh 
the Jerseys or Bnrgoyne's campaign, their greatest common 
signiflcance is the relation of nnion to them as cause and their 
relation to it as effect Bat anion against England has two 
phases: anion to secure the rights of Englishmen dominating 
events &om 1760 to 1775, and nnion to secnre the rights of 
man dominating events fh>m 1775 to 1783. 

The growth of anion to secure the rights of Englishmen is 
the first phase of the Bevolation. It was the inspiration of this 
idea that first made American thought and sentiment one and 
concentrated tbeir efforts in every straggle, from the writs of 
assistance to the battle of Lexington. Each one either con- 
sciously aimed at or nnconscionsly produced a nnion to obtain 
the rights common to all Englishmen. To trace the mutual con- 
nection between the individual events of this series and this 
great idea — to see each of them producing it or produced by it, 
or both — Is to interpret and integrate them. Let ua apply the 
process of interpretation and integration to some familiar &Gt, 
say the stamp act Congress. This requires two things : (1) 
That the Oongress be seen as the outgrowth of the union and 
codperation already in existence ; that it be seen as the culmi- 
nation of the agitation in town and county meetings and of the 
resolutions and petitions of colonial assemblies ; (2) that the 
meeting and its work be traced back into the current of the 
Btmggle oat of which they grew, stimulating and giving new 
impulses to the movement to secnre English rights. 

It is quite possible to put a more specific content into this 
Congress — union against internal taxation ; bat we have carried 
the illustration far enough. In light of this process we may 
see in the stamp act Congress a peri'eot gradation of ideas. 
Beginning with the lowest degree of generality we find that it 
expresses the determination of the people to aecare the repeal 
of the stamp act, thus becoming a member of the smallest of 
the various series to which it belongs. Bising a step higher we 
find in it the idea that ie common to all the great events be- 
tween 176U and 1775. We may And in this Congress the more 
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general idea of anioa against Eiigtand, tlioa giTiog it plaoe 
and meaning in a wider range of fact ; it is now allied to the 
battle of Banker QiU, the Declaration of Independence, Valley 
Forge, the treason of Arnold, and the surrender of Oomwallis. 
Again, as embodying the more general idea of anion, an idea 
that tiireads every ereat event of the American Bevolation, 
the stamp act Congress strikes hands with the transforma- 
tion of colonial into State governments, the Articles of Confed- 
eration, Shays' rebellion, the cession of western lands, the 
formation of the Society of the Cincinnati, and the constita- 
tional convention of 1787, Rising once more and finally, in 
the scale of generality, we have in this event an idea that per- 
meates all the facta of oar history — an idea that under the lav 
of oontiaaity has given as a history — the evolation of the life 
of the American people. What is trne of tbia event is trae of 
the whole period of Eevolntion, and what is trae of this period 
is tme of oar entire history ; namely, that it can be organized 
into a hierarchy of ideas.*

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IS HISTORY A SCIENCE? 

(ABBTKACT.)

Defining science to be sytematized knowledge of casnally- 
oooneoted facta, the speaker pointed oat that no science is 
perfect. Innumerable details in astronomy, or meteorology are 
incapable of calcalation or prediction ; and that snch ia also the 
case with history farnisheB no gronnd for denying it the name 
of science. Great labor bas been expended in tbis century 
in the investigatioD of notonlytbe facts ofhistory, bntalsoi^ 
their canses and effects. More and more the conception of 
resistlesa law in bnman events is gaining ground. Bot the 
qnestion whether the deeds of nations are governed by law 
may be reduced to the question whether the deeds of indivi- 
duals are so governed. That snob is the case the speaker 
showed by illustrations proving that, auder given circum- 
stances, the actions of an infont, a child, a youth, a man, may 
be predicted with certainty. Youth and age, moreover, wiUi 
their different characteristics, depend not upon a man's volition, 
but upoa canses wholly beyond his coutrol. Each nation, too, if 
not prematnrely cnt off, passes throngb the phases of infancy, 
youth, maturity, and old age. As a switchman, by deflecting 
the rails, can change the direction of a train, so a Cfesar or a 
Napoleon can occasion a change in the direction of national 
movement. Bnt, jnst as the switchman neither creates nor 
violates the physical laws according to which the train ia pro- 
pelled, so the statesman neither creates nor violates the socio- 
logical laws according to which nations live and move and 
have their being.

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WEBSTER'S SEVENTH OF MARCH SPEECH.

Daoiel Webster still lives in American memory as a consam- 
mate statesman, an eloqnent orator, and a man vho walked 
this earth the living personification to beholders of all that was 
Godlike and intellectoally profoaud. But his fome will sbine 
to posterity, not enveloped, as once, in the incense of idolatry, 
bat rather aa of a man who, with all his omnipotent endow- 
ments, was, like Achilles, very hnman — human not only in 
simple tastes and affections, but in frailties, besides — and 
more especially in a passionate though patriotic ambition, 
I^atore in Webster was always stronger than the arts of dis- 
cipline. 

The 7th of March speech still bears the ominous title of that 
dat« on which it was delivered. It was in the year 1850, and 
upon the subject of actuating the grievances between North 
and South, between freedom and slavery, with reference to our 
new domains, California, T7tsh, and New Mexico. Instead of 
supporting what was known as the Administration policy, 
which was in effect to admit Califoruiawitfa her iree state con- 
stitntion, and remit other agitating subjects to the background, 
Webster, after deep deliberation, took his stand upon com- 
promise between slavery and freedom. To all intents, he fol- 
lowed Olay, and supported what, after President Taylor's death, 
passed into I'lf^islation as the compromise measures of 1850. 
Those compromise measures were insisted upon, while Clay and 
Webster lived, as a final and irrevocable settlement between 
North and Soath for harmony of the Union ; but in reality that 
settlement proved but a trace which lasted a few uneasy 
years. 
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Mr. Schonler proceeded to criticise tbe 7tb of March speech, 
and to consider Webster'a probable motives for makiog it. Tbe 
speech and the coarse Webster pursued in carrying oat its 
principles offended Massachnsetts and Sew England, and 
made a schism in the Whig party at the North wbich prodaeed 
the speedy downfall of that national patty. 
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THE BORDER LAND BETWEEN THE HISTORIAN AND THE 
ARCH£OLOGIST. 



By Prof. Ons T. UASoy, U. S. H»tioiiftl MDMnm. 

The first part of Professor Mason's paper relates to the differ- 
ence of material on which the historian and the archieologist 
work, their anlike apparatas, the great dlasimiiarity of pro- 
cesses followed by them, and the apparent diaa£p%emeat of 
their reenlts. In short, the two men are defined. 

The border land is then defined. For this purpose the times 
and the lands open to iDTeetlgfttion are arranged into four 
groups or periods — the present, the antiqaanau, the archeeo- 
logical, classical, and prehistoric, and the nltrahistorical. In 
the archfBotogical period are two anbdiTisionn, the one his- 
torioo-arcbseological, the other absolateiy prebiatonc. 

The word "historic" covers not only the peoples that are 
civilized enongh to record their own history, but the works of 
travelers and others who have written about anlettered races 
and peoples. 

The paper then shows that in each "culture area" the 
method of exploration, the timee involved, the whole problem 
has a treatment of its own, and that we can not follow the 
methods of one of these areas in describing another. 

The whole purpose of the argument is to show that the best 
results must follow a happy understanding between the two 
investigators. Indeed, the linguist, the folk-lorist, the patent 
attorney, the man of affairs, the artist, besides all the frater- 
nity of natural science, are necessary to a correct result. 

Furthermore, the introduction of cooperation by our great 
institutions and societies is demanded if the border land of 
history and arcbfeology is to be pushed backwards so as to 
reclaim a large area of its hither portion to the domain of his- 
tory.
